Shaw Explains His Purpose. 


Secretary Shaw, with a view to counter- 
acting the bad effect of stories emanating 
from unreliable sources, and explaining thut 
the treasury will steadfastly stand by every 
bank and interest worthy of protection, made 
the following official statement at Washing- 
ton today: 

“Money once covered into the treasury 
(and this, of course, includes the subtreas- 
} uries) cannot thereafter be deposited in 
banks. All customs receipts are by law pay- 
able to the treasury and subtreasuries. The 
only fund, therefore, available for deposit in 
banks is internal revenue and miscellaneous 
receipts before they have been actually cov- 
ered into the treasury. These amount to 
about a half million per day, and since the 
stringency arose to their fullest extent have 
been steadfastly returned to circulation. This 
pohcy will continued for thirty days if 
/ needed, and longer still if necessary. In the 
meantime national bank circulation has been 
increased about $7,000,000, largely induced by 
the distribution of deposits, and the further 
increase to the amount of $8,000,000 is as- 
sured. 

‘‘ AM rumors of experiments have been un- 
authorized by the treasury department. It 
is to be hoped that the public will place no 
credence in vagaries started by irresponsible 
and untrusted men of the street. It is also 
hoped that the country will understand that 
the treasury department, to the extent of its 
ability, will stand by the banks, east and 
west, north and south, and it is hoped also 
that the banks will stand by every business 
and every interest that is worth protecting. 


Offers to Anticipate Interest. 


“The only way to get money out of the 
treasury into circulation after it has been 
actually covered in, is by the payment of 
legal obligations of the government. These 
may be anticipated. The department did 
anticipate the October interest. It now offers 
to anticipate all interest maturing between 
Oct. 1 and the end of the fiscal year, if pre- 
sented within sixty days, at a rebate of two- 
tenths of 1 per cent per month, which is at 
the rate of 2.4 per cent per annum. . 

‘‘In other words, these obligations will be 
prepaid at such a rate as to allow the gov- 
ernment to profit thereby at 2.4 per cent per 
annum. The amount maturing before June 
30, 1908, is in round numbers $20,650,000. The 
profit to the government if the offer shall be 
accepted will be in round numbers $220,000. 
There will be no experiments tried, and nod 
policy adopted until after mature delibera- 
tion, and no feelers will be sent out. Any- 
thing to the contrary should be discredited.’’ 


Puts Stop to Gossip. 


Secretary Shaw’s statement put at rest all 
gossip relating to the adoption of schemes 
for relieving the situation which are at all 
experimental, and, consequently, dangerous. 
The plan to increase deposits in national de- 
positories to the market value of bonds is 
not experimental in character, and is entire- 
ly safe. 

During:the first administration of President 
Cleveland, Secretary Fairchild adopted this 
scheme in order to relieve the financial situ- 
ation, and it proved to be as safe as the plan 
of making deposits equal only to the-.par 
value of the bonds. Mr. Shaw has come to 
no definite conclusion as to his policy in this 
regard, but inasmuch as there is a well es- 
tablished precedént for such action he 


_ will follow it, in all probability,-if the exi- 
‘gency of ithe occasion demands it. : 


The law requires all customs receipts to 
be paid into the treasury, but the secretary 
is given discretionary power as to disposal 
of the internal revenue receipts. When the 
latter are once placed in the treasury they, 
as well 4s the customs receipts, cannot be 
disbursed except for the purpose of, paying 
government obligations. 

The interest on bonds is a government ob- 
ligation, and consequently any funds in the 
treasury can be used to pay the interest 
which Secretary Shaw today ordered antici- 
pated. Thus $20,650,000 will become availa- 
ble immediately if the holders of the bonds 
present them and are willing to accept the 
rebate for the advance payment. But all the 
deposits of funds in national banks cannot 


be made for some days, or until the internal 


revenue receipts are sufficient to cover the 
amount required for this purpose. 


Say Relief Will Be Small. 


New York bankers, familiar with previous 
efforts of the treasury department to relieve 
money stringencies, estimate Secretary 
Shaw's plan will add about $5,000,000 to

RACING AUTO KILLS CHILD 


MINNIE BROUCKMAN, 4 YEARS 
OLD, THE VICTIM. 


Vernon Cassard Is Driving the Ma- 
chine, Which Strikes the Girl in 
Fifty-fifth Street Boulevard, Near 
Indiana Avenue—Carries Her to a 

. Near-by Store and Gives $500 Bond 
to Appear—Little One’s Injuries 
Prove Fatal 


The racing automobile claimed another vic- 
tim yesterday evening, when 4 year old 
Minnie Brouckman was struck by a ma- 
chine driven by Vernon Cassard and re- 
ceived fatal injuries. The accident occurred 
in Fifty-fifth street boulevard near the In- 
diana avenue crossing about 5 o'clock and 
the child died three hours later from con- 
cussion of the brain. 

Cassard brought his machine to a stop 
after the accident, carried the child into 
a neighboring bakery, and held her in his 
arms until her father and a physician ar- 


rived. Then he was taken to the police | 


station by a patrolman and gave bonds of 
$500 for-his appearance when wanted. Aft- 
er the child died the police sought Cassard 
to increase the bond, but he was not found 
readily. 

He resides at 2205 Prairie avenue and is 
a broker on the board of trade. His bond at 
the police station was signed by his brother, 
Morris Cassard of 4243 Grand boulevard. 


Six Year Ofd Sister with Victim. 


Hattie Brouckman, sister of the victim, 

and two years her senior, was her companion 
when the accident occurred, and she and the 
occupants of the vehicle are probably the 
only persons who can tell much about it. 
The child was run down on the northern 
driveway of the boulevard, and the accident 
was hidden from the view of those in shops 
on the southern side of the street by the 
shrubbery of the middle parkway. For some 
distance on the northern side of the gtreet 
the property is vacant. : 
- The victim was the daughter of Henry 
Brouckman, janitor of the Washington 
Park apartments, at 5355 Indiana avenue. 
At the Brouckman home last evening the 
father would not discuss the case until 
he had inquired further into the circum- 
stances. The older child was so frightened 
that she could tell only a fragmentary story 
of the fatality. 


Child Tells of the Accident. 


According to her account she and her 
sister had gone from their home to the 
Washington bakery in Fifty-fifth street, a 
few doors east of Indiana avenue. They 
had made their purchase and were return- 
ing across the boulevard, when the automo- 
bile appeared. Hattie jumped back in 
time to avoid the machine, but the smaller 
child was not so fortunate, and was knocked 
down. <According to the child's story, the 
accident- did not take place on the foot 
crossing, but a short distance to the east, 
where the children had crossed the boule- 
vard in front of the bakery. 

In the machine with Cassard at the time 
was another man, who told the police that 
his name was Kelicy, and that he was an 
attorney. residing in Evanston. He was not 
taken into custody, as Cassard was driving 
the machine. : 


Says He Was Running Slowly. 

According to those who had seen the ma- 
chine before the accident and to statements 
made by Cassard he had turned into the 
north driveway of the avenue from Michigan 
avenue, and was going east to Washington 
park. Cdssard declared after the accident 
that he was driving the machine slowly, and 
that he did not see the child in time to stop. 
This the father of the girl is inclined to dis- 
pute. 

‘TT understand that the man went seventy- 
five feet before he could get his machine 
stopped,’ said Brouckman. “ Now, any one 
ought to be able to stop an automobile in less 
distance than that, unless he is going ex- , 
ceedingly fast. Some stories afloat after the 
accident had it that the machine was going 
over eight miles an hour.” 

After Hattie had seen her little sister car- 
ried to the bakery, she ran home and told 
her father of what had happened. He hur- 
ried to the place and there found Cassard 
holding the girl in his arms. She was then 
unable to talk. 

The scene when the father and the man 
who had been instrumental in causing the 
child’s death met was unusual. Brouckman 
looked at Cassard in silence as a physician 
made an examination of the child. 

“Tt was not my fault,” said Cassard. 
‘was going slow, but I could not help 

Maybe that is so,’’/was all that Brouck- 
man would reply. 


Small Boy Is Struck Twice. 

The fender of a trolley car saved 6 year old 
Ernest Hauser of 716 Marion street, Oak 
Park, from probable death yesterday. The 
accident occurred at Marion street and Chi- 
cago avenue. The boy was-playing in ‘the 
street on his way home from school, and did 
not see the car, which was going east in 
Chicago avenue. He tried to run acrose the 
track and was struck and thrown ahead of 
the car. Before Motorman Murphy could 
‘reduce the speed the boy was again lifted up 
and carried twenty feet on the fender. : 
When the boy was removed he was uncon- 
scious. He probably will recover.

Pictures Exhibited at Indianapolis by 
Miss Akass of Chicago Smeared 
with Pastel. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 25.—[Special.

Three 
of them were awarded prizes, Saturday 
morning it was found that the three prize 
winning pictures had been smudged with 
gray pastel, utterly ruining them. Miss 
Akass has appealed to the state board of 
agriculture to assist in learning the offenders 
and has offered a reward of $0.

been suspected.

YERKES RENEWS. | WIRES AID A CHURCH PLAN 


IN LONDON 


Chicago Financier Now Has 
Electric Transit Problems 
Under His Own 
Control. 


BLOW TOCITY OWNERSHIP 


County Council Unable to Com- 
pete with Energy and Capi- 
tal of American 


Company.

LONDON, Sept. 26, 3 a. m.—Charles T. 
Yerkes has again settled down to work in 
London with timely flatteries for English 
OfficiafS“and investors, and with elastic 
promises respecting the completion of the 
underground transit improvements which he 
has undertaken. He has learned the value 
of reticence in dealing with: English in- 
vestors, and no longer allows himself to be 
drawn into boastful interviews. He seems 
likely ‘to accomplish large results during the 
next five years, for he has in Perks a most 
energetic ally in the conversjon of the Dis- 
trict railway into an electric circuit, and he 
has secured control of four underground 
projects of undoubted utility. The London 
county council cannot compete with the two 
American syndicates, amply supplied with 
capital, and the rapid transit question will 
consequently be taken beyond the range of 

municipal ownership and operation. 


His Struggle with Morgan. 


In an interview last evening Mr. Yerkes 
admitted that he was engaged in a critical 
struggle with the Morgan group of financiers, 
whose proposal for another underground 
electric railway in London will be considered 
when parliament resumes its session in Oc- 
tober. The Morgan route is practically the 
same as that of the existing District railway, 
of which Mr. Yerkes recently obtained con- 
trol, and which, he says, will be equipped 
with electric traction in eighteen months. 

Mr. Yerkes declares that if pardament au- 
thorizes a rival line it would positively ruin 
the District railway, which has just been 
pulled from the verge of bankruptcy. He 
added: 

“If the right is given to lay an opposition 
line we will see the District railway without 
doubt in the hands of a receiver.”’ 

He further said that if he had known of the 
rival schemes before he took an interest in 
the District railway he would not have 
touched it until they were settled. Now, 
however, he was in it and was bound to seeit 
thrqugh. He could not sell his stock even if 


he tried. 


Marconi Back in London. 


Marconi arrived in London last evening on 
his return from Italy and the south of Eu- 
rope, where he has been conducting a series 
of important experiments in wireless telegra~- 
phy. He declined to speak of any transac- 
tions which may have taken place between 
his company and the German government. 
Considerations of policy, he said, prevented 
him from saying what Germany had secured 
or had aimed at. He added: 

**The principal truth that I have demon- 
strated this time is that wireless telegraphy 
is not stopped or even obstructed by great 
mountains. I have been able to send wire- 
less messages across the Alps without any 
hindrance. My wireless messages have gone 
from England to Africa by way of British 
ships, and I have no doubt whatever as to 
sending wireless messages direct from Eng- 
land to America soon. 

‘“* Means are being perfected and messages 
will soon be sent.”’ 4 


Modest American Traders. 


American manufacturing firms represent- 
ed by branch houses and agencies in Eng- 
land deprecate the publicity which their 
energy and enterprise are constantly re- 
ceiving in the press here and in the con- 
sular reports at home. They prefer to con- 
duct their business abroad without observa- 
tion, and especially in England, where the 
power of trades unions is great. Large lines 
of American manufactures are taken up by 
English merchants and put on the market 
without being advertised or known as im- 
ported goods. No prejudice is excited 
against them when they are marketed in this 
way, whereas there would be outcries 
against them from the trades union agi- 
tators if the substitution of American for 
British wares were known. 


Signs of Unionist Unrest. . 


The dissolvent effect of the education bill 
upon the unionist organization is ap- 
parent even in Birmingham, where Joseph 
Chamberlain’s followers are threatening io 
desert him unless he can secure a radical 
reconstruction of the measure. The old 
tories representing the rural! districts are 
even more alarmed than the liberal union- 
ists. In the midland counties all villages 
with dissenting chapels are pulsating with 
excitement over what is described as an or 
ganized effort for strengthening the sacer- 
dotal section of the Church of England at 
the expense .of local taxpayers. 

The necessity for a ministerial confer- 
ence is urged by many provincial organs of 
the government, and predictions are made by 
practical politicians that the liberal unionist 
organization will not survive twelve months’ 
agitation over sectarianism in schools, with 
the people taxed heavily for it. 


Dudley’s Reception in Ireland. 


The earl of Dudley, the new lord lieuten- 
aut of Ireland, was accorded a mixed recep- 
tion on making his state entry into Dublin 
yesterday. The students of Dublin univer- 
sity were, as usual on such occasions, ex- 
tremely enthusiastic as the procession passed 
College green, but at the city hall the crowd 
was decidedly unfriendly. On the whole, 
however, the demeanor of the people was 
respectful. The nationalists were well aware 
that ear! Dudley was not responsible for the 
proclamation of the Irish capital under the 
crimes act. 


Criticises American Railways. 

It has become the fashion at railway com- 
pany meetings in this country to compare 
English and American methods. Yesterday 
the president of the North British railway 
said his company would make no experi- 
ments with large freightcars. He hada poor 
opinion of American railway methods and 
expressed the fervent hope that British rail- 
way finance would never be conducted on the 
syetem of American railway finance. 

Labor Commission Coming. 

Alfred Mosely’s industrial commission will, 
it is expected, leave for New York about 
the end of next month to inquire into condi- 
tions and methods of labor in America.

“RALLY NEXT SUNDAY”. IS 
FLASHED TO 700 PERSONS. 


Former Pupils of the Central Park 
Presbyterian Sabbath School Are 
Visited by Messenger Boys, Who 
Deliver Telegrams Inviting Them 
to Be Present at a Reunion — Idea 
Proves Costly, but It Is Believed the 
Money Is Well Spent. 


A hundred or more messenger boys, carry- 
ing 700 telegrams, were. sent out in all direc- 
tions yesterday on a unique mission. Bad 
boys and good, they were promoting the suc- 
cess of a Sunday school revival of the Cen- 
tral Park Presbyterian church. 

Tucked away in each envelope was the 
following invitation, written on a blank of 
the Western Union company: 

“Don’t forget rally day next Sunday, 12 
o’clock. Bring parents, friends, and bibles. 

“ F. F. Taywor, Superintendent.”’ 


Is a Costly Experiment. 

The idea of enlisting the services of the 
telegraph company and its messengers in the 
delivery of invitations originated with Supt. 
Taylor and Secretary H. M. Leyda of the 
Sunday school. It was a costly experiment, 
but they believed the end would justify the 
means. The Sunday school spent about $210 
in having the addresses prepared and the 
messages sent and delivered. — 

“ The theory is that persons receiving tele- 
grams will pay more attention to them than 
to circular letters of invitation,’ said the 
Rev. William H. Matthews, pastor of the 
church, last evening. ‘‘ Naturally the ex- 
pense of the plan was an embarrassing feat- 
ure, but the committee was convinced the 
telegrams would bring more children and 
parents into the Sunday school on rally day 
than any other method that could be 
adopted.”’ 


How the Idea Originated. — 

For several weeks Supt. Taylor ard his 
assistants have been looking forward to 
rally day. The Sunday school, already one 
of the largest in the city with its membership 
of 600, was advised that the year 1902 was 
to be made a memorable one in the history 
of the school as well as of the church, which 
is preparing for the completion of its new 
home. 

Each attendant at the school was im- 
pressed with the importance of inviting his 
playmates and friendss to? bet present next 
Sunday. Then the superintendent concluded 
that it would be a good thing to fnvite all 
the parents and children who ever had been 
connected with the Central Park Presby- 
terian Sunday school. A list was prepared— 
more than 700 names in all being put on the 
roll. 

To extend personal invitations was out of 
the question. A telegram was the next thing 
to a persona! visit, so the Sunday school au- 
thorities decided on that method. 

The list of addresses and the invitation 
was filed in the Kedzie avenue office of the 
telegraph* company for transfer to the 
various sections of the city in which the 
former pupils now live. So widely were the 
addresses scattered that it was late last 
night before the messengers completed their 
work. 


The building in which the school will ob- 
serve “‘ Rally day” next Sunday was com- 


June. It contains accommodations for 1,000 
persons, as well as parlors and kindergarten 


rooms. 
The building, which is equipped with mod- 
ern furnishings throughout, cost $20,000. 


STABBED AND KILLED AFTER 
QUARREL WITH A STRANGER. 


Janitor Denies Him Admission to 
Basement and Later Is Found Dead 
with Wound in His Neck. 


John Daly, 39 years old, was stabbed and 
instantly killed last night, and a man who 
preceded Daly as janitor of the building at 
5012-14 Cottage Grove avenue is accused of 
the murder. At an early hour this morn- 
ing hé had not been captured. 

' The man, who is known only as “ Bill,” 
with a companion, appeared at the build- 
ing at 19:30 o'clock and demanded some 
furniture of Daly whieh he asserted he had 
left in the place. The man was denied ad- 
mission to the basement, and he sought 
Ferdinand Grieshbach, the éwner. 

‘Grieshback and the man quarreled, it is 
said, and Daly became involved, following 
the man to the alley. An hour later, when 
Daly did not return, Grieshbach went, in 
search of him and found his déad body in 
the rear of the yard. A deep gash was 
found in the left side of his neck. He wasa 
negro. 

Grieshbach notified the Fiftieth street po- 
lice and the body of Daly was removed. De- 
tectives were sent out to search for the mur- 
derer and his companion. 


THOUSAND KILLED BY AN 
EARTHQUAKE IN TURKESTAN. 


Series of Shocks, from Aug. 22 to Sept. 
3, Destroy Villages in Vicinity of 
Kashgar.

BERLIN, Sept. 25.—A series of earthquake 
shocks in east Turkestan has resulted in 
the loss of more than 1,000 lives and the 
destruction of a number of villages. The 
seismic disturbances began on Aug: 22 and 
continued until Sept. 3. One hundred persons 
are reported killed in Kashgar. Nearly 1,000 
more met death in the villages north of that 
place. The town of Aksuksitche, contain- 
ing 4,000 houses, was completely destroyed. 


JOHN. KENSIT SERIOUSLY HURT. 


English Anti-Ritualist Agitator Struck 
in Eye by Chisel Thrown at Him 
After a Meeting. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—John Kensit, the 
leader of the anti-ritualist agitation in Eng- 
land, was seriously injured today after a 
mass meeting at Birkenhead, opposite Liver- 
pool, at which he was one of the princlipal 
speakers. He inveighed against the ritual- 
ists of the established church in his usual 
style. 

‘After the meeting, while he was being 
escorted to a car by a number of policemen, 
one of a crowd of hooting youths threw 
a chisel at him, hitting him in the left eye 
and inflicting a dangerous wound. He was 
felled to the ground by the force of the 
blow. He was taken to the Liverpool in- 
firmary, where, at a late hour, he was 
vomiting blood. The physicians pronounce 
his condition most ser#pus. 

Kensit’s son is serving a sentence of three 
months in jail for creating anti-ritualistic 
disturbances in a church in Liverpool. He 
was not able to find securities for his good 


behavior. The home secretary hag refused 


a petition for his release. 
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FORAKER DIFFERS 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Ohio Senator Would Regulate 
Trusts, but Does Not 
Favor the President’s 
Methods. 


GIVES VIEWS IN DETAIL 


Favors Revision of Tariff Where 
Necessary Because of Chang- 
ing Conditions in 

Business. 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]—Whem 
the republican campaign in Ohio is formally 
opened at Akron Saturday night both of the 
Ohio senators vill make speeches, and the 
meeting is likely to be followed by consid- 
erable comment, owing to the fact that 
the senior senator, Mr. Foraker, will ap- 
pear to differ materially from President 
Roosevelt on the trust question. 

There has been a friendly rivalry between 
the two senators, or rather between their 
friends, as to who should open the speech- 
making at Akron, and the choice naturally 
fell on Foraker, who is the senior senator. 

It is true that Mr. Foraker does not agree 
with President Roosevelt, and this fact will 
become evident when the speech is published 
Sunday, morning. As a _ result, people 
throughout the country are likely to be 
misled into the belief that there is some 
estrangement between the senior senator 
from Ohio and the president over the trust 
question. 

As a matter of fact, it is only a difference 
of opinion regarding the methods to be pur- 
sued. Senator Foraker does not antagonize 
President Roosevelt in any way. He differs 
with him as to the question as to a con- 
stitutional amendment, but not as to the ad- 
visability of regulating the trusts in some 
lganner to prevent extortion or the creation 
of a burdensome monopoly. 

As a matter of fact, the president and the 
Senator had an opportunity last Saturday, 
while the president- was here, to exchange 
a few words on the subject, and each cf 
them thoroughly understands and respects 
the position of the other. 


Foraker Qutlines His Views. 

While at lunch at the St. Nicholas, Senato# 
Foraker kindly gave to Tas TRIBUNE corre~- 
spondent an outline of his position on the 
trust question, and explained the extent to 
which he would differ with the president in 
regard to republican PQaicy on the trusts: 

“I hope no one will misunderstand me,” 
said the senator as he finished his blue points, 
‘“‘ when I say that I do not entirely agree with 
President Roosevelt as to the remedy to be 
adopted for trust evils. I have told him that 
in my campaign I should take a different view 
of the situation, and he understands that 
the difference of opinion involves no possible 
lack of loyalty on my part, either to the 
president himself or to his administration. 

“I do not think a constitutional amend- 
ment can be adopted in time to regulate any 
of the trust evils, nor do I even believe an 
amendment is actually necessary. It seems 
to me that commercial conditions will before 
long regulate and control] the trusts. Hostile 
legislation is neither necessary nor desirable, 
because you will find, at least here in Ohio, 
that the great mass of the people is becoming 
interested in the class of industrial and 
transportation securities where the trusts 
have control. 

** Not so long ago, when a farmer saved up 
a few hundred dollars he ,oaned it out toa 
neighbor, or else he bought another piece of 
land with it. Nowadays, however, he buys 
stock—not at all for speculation, but merely 
as a profitable investment—in some well 
established railroad or industrial corpora~- 
tion. 

‘‘ Mechanics, clerks, and the class which 
may be called the thrifty are, generally 
speaking, the largest holders of the securities 
of the great trust corporations. They would 
not welcome hostile legislation nor would it 
be to their best interests. 


Small Investors Interested. 


‘*‘T had occasion recently to go into the 
question as to the character of the people 
who held our local street railway stock. It 
was developed that 73 per cent of the stock- 
holders owned less titan $2,500-worth of stock 
each, and out of 5,000 stockholders there were 
only forty-seven who owned $50,000 worth or 
more. The great majority of the stock was 
held by mechanics, clerks, farmers, and trus- 
tees for small estates. 

‘The people are investing in good public 
utility, railroads, and industrial stocks. We 
must be exceedingly cautious about proceed- 
ing too far in the direction of federal control 
of local corporations. That is a matter that 
should be regulated by the state under our 
form of government, and in many cases they 
are doing it with entire success. 

“There is a tendency to run to congress 
whenever anything goes wrong to the coun- 
try, and this inclination can easily be carried 
to excess. The southern states would all 
vote against a constitutional amendment 
giving the federal government control of 
local corporations, and several other states 
would object on mere grounds of self-inter- 
est. Besides that the passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment would take so long a time 
that the evils of the trusts would have disap- 
peared in the meanwhile. I believe that ex» 
isting laws on this subject, coupled with the 
undoubted power of the state legislatures, 
will provide an adequate remedy for those 
evils which changing commercial conditions 
will not cure of themselves. 

* President Roosevelt,’ said the senator, 
‘“‘ made an excellent impression here in Ohio, 
The people recognize the honesty of his pur- 
pose and they admire, evidently, the en< 
thusiasm and the rapidity with which he acts. 
His speech here on the trust question wasen- 
tirely well received, and while I differ with 
him as to the matter of methods we are 
heartily in accord on all questions of public 
policy which have cropped out in this cam- 
paign.” 

Views on Tariff Revision. 

Senator Foraker, it will be remembered, 
was chairman of the platform committee 
which drew the declaration of principles 
at St. Louise upon which Maj. McKiniey 
was subsequently elected. The senator had 
entirely forgotten the wording of the plat- 
form, and yet it was curious that, when he 
came to answer a question as to the Ohio 
view of the tariff revision, he should do 
it almost in the words of the platform he 
submitted to the convention six years ago, 
and which is now being revived because of 
the admirable statement of the flexibility 
of the repubHean policy of protection. 

‘‘Neither schedules nor rates are a part 
of the party policy of protection,” said the 
senator. ‘The Dingley law was enacted. . 
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the disaster brought on by a democratic 
tariff. The law was made to cure certain 
evils, and it has fully justified all the pre- 
@ictions made for it at that time. 

“ Bince then, as a matter of course, condi- 
tions have changed. Some rates are now too 
high and some of them are too low. We 


certainly shall not hesitate to change any 


of these rates when the right time comes, 
but we should not start in on any general 
revision of tariff or unsettle business condi- 
tions merely because there is some wun- 
equality or unfairness in certain isolated 
cases. 

“We cannot afford to touch the tariff 
until it becomes evident that the evils com- 
plained of are sufficiently important to 
justify the unsettling of prices which is in- 
evitable every time the tariff is touched. 


Tariff Not Aid to Trusts. 

* There is no demand at ail, so far asI can 
estimate the sentiment of the people, for a 
revision of the tariff as a means of regulating 
the trusts. President Roosevelt is absolutely 
tight in his position on this point. Putting 
certain articles on the free list would do 
much more harm to manufacturers not in the 
trusts. than to those which were, and a 
change of duties on one commodity would ne- 
cessitate other changes on articles not at all 
controlied by trusts. 

“ A tariff is too complex a thing to be treat- 
ed piecemeal, and the theory that we could 
put trust made articles on the free list with- 
out injuring innocent people and upsetting 
business relations is almost too absurd to be 
discussed. 

“ The president's frank declaration that the 
tariff could not and should not be used as a 
basis of attacking the trusts and thet the 

two questions were entirerly distinct will 
meet the approval of every thoughtful man 


. In the country.” 


Favors Cuban Reciprocity. 
In, discussing the general political situa- 
, Uon Senator Foraker said: 
_ “The people of Ohio seem to be practically 
' unanimous in supporting the stand taken by 
the president regarding reciprocity with 
Cuba. Nearly ali of the delegation in con- 
.Sress favored reciprocity and the people of 
the state appear to have but one mind on the 
‘subject. It is my belief that a treaty will be 
submitted to the senate soon after the open- 
ing of the next session of congress, and it 
‘will be passed. Personally I do not believe 
that treaties of any kind must necessarily 
' be submitted to the house of representatives, 
‘a8 @ matter of law, but as a matter of policy 
I, think this should be done in all cases, and 
the treaty should contain a clause providing 
that it shall become operative only when it is 
approved by both houses of congress. 

“All matters affecting the revenue are 
required to originate in the house of repre- 
sentatives, so that it is wise and proper to 
submit all reciprocity treaties to the house 
because they involve a change in existing 
tariff rates. I feel satisfied the péople of 
Ohio will indorgve the position of the presi- 
dent entirely on this subject. 


No Issue in Philippines. 

'“ As to the Philippine question, that has 
entirely dropped out of sight. The democrats 
Jabored during the last session to pile up a 
®@reat mass of campaign material on that 
subject, but they have had to abandon this 
line of attack entirely because they discov- 
ered at once that the people fully appreciated 
the difficulties of the situation, and believed 
the administration was honestly doing the 
best it could under the circumstances. 

* “ Asa matter of fact, the democratic cam- 
paign cry in Ohio apparently ignores na- 


issues entirely. Mr. Johnson's circus 


performance is not making him any votes 
and it is a well understood fact that he can- 
not secure the united support of his own 
party and that there will be a large demo- 
cratic stay at home vote.”

TALK OVER CURTIS’ FATE. 


GOVERNOR AND HIS FRIENDSINA 
CONFERENCE HERE. 


Charles T. Cherry Is Barred from the 
Meeting and Charged with Aiding 
the Opposition—Senator Small Says 
No Decision Was Reached, but a 
Cembine of Kankakee and Grundy 
Forces Is Alleged—Rowe Says Regu- 
lar Nominee Will Be Victorious, 


Through Chairman Rowe of the repub- 
lican state committee, Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner French, and others of 
his political family, Gov. Yates took a hand 
yesterday in the controversy over ex-Speaker 
renomination. to the legislature. 
These men held a conference with Mr. Curtis, 
Senator Len Small, David E. Shanahan, 
Chairman Sackett of the Grundy county com-. 
mittee, and Pure Food Commissioner Hanby 
Jones at the Great Northern headquarters... 
They excluded Charles T. Cherry, one of the 
candidates for speaker, and also accused him 
of helping the opposition to sidetrack Curtis. 
This accusation was based on the ground of 
Mr. Cherry’s speakership ambitions, The 
Curtis people said he had been encouraging 
the Iroquois county faction to persist indts 
threats to put an independent candidate for 
representative in the field if the convention 
refused to give that county one of the two 
nominees. Mr. Cherry declined to discuss 
the matter further than to say there was no 
truth in it: 


Story of a Combine. 


Chairman Rowe and Senator Sma!l declared 
that the conference reached no conclusions 
and that they did not know whether Mr. 
Curtis would be nominated. It is under- 
stood, however, that an alliance was formed 
between the Small-Curtis crowd in Kankakee 
and the Sackett-Dudgeon combination of 
Grundy county to name E. C. Curtis and 
Israel Dudgeon as the candidates, for mem- 
bers of the lower house from the Twentieth 
district. 

“TI am satisfied,’ said Mr. Rowe, “ that 
whoever is nominated will be elected. If. 
Curtis is on the ticket he cannot be de- 
feated by anybody running an independent 
candidate against him. The reports of deser- 
tions in the district because of this con- 
troversy have been greatly exaggerated.” 


Iroquois Republicans Meet. 

In this statement the chairman differs with 
Horace Russell, whom the republicans of 
Iroquois county want to send to Springfield 
next winter inetead of Mr. Curtis. He 
stated that the voters of his section were 
up in arms over the determination of Small 
and Curtis to ignore their agreement with 
Congressman Cannon a week ago, which was 
to the effect that Mr. Curtis would stand 
aside and let Iroquois have one of the candi- 
dates. 

His statement was substantiated later in 
the day when a conference of republicans 
from all parts of the county was held at 
Watseka,at which Mr. Russell was present.

Both Mayor Harrison and the democratic 
campaign managers denied yesterday that 
policemen or other city employés are being 
assessed for the campaign. The story was 
out, however, that police officers and patrol- 
men had received a strong hint to the effect 
that they would be expected to contribute

The mayor explained that under the civil 
service law it would be dangerous for the 
committee or any individual to make such an 
assessment, and if made the policemen would 
be violating the law if they paid it.

CONFIRMS ANALYSIS SECURED BY 
“THE TRIBUNE.” 


Daily Bacteriological Examinations 
Covering a Month, Made in Labora- 
tory of Wahl & Hentus, Show Colon 
Bacillus Nearly Always Present — 
Chemist Schmidt Says This Is as 
Near Revealing Presence of Typhoid 
Germs as Tests Will Develop. ; 


City. water has been contaminated for the 
last month, as shown by bacteriological ex- 
aminations made during that period at the 
laboratory of Wah! & Henius,Lake and South 
Water streets, thus confirming the results 
published in THs TRIBUNE yesterday, 

These experiments began on Aug. 28 with 
a chemical analysis of water drawn from 
the city faucet in the laboratory, and were 
continued every day except Sundays. August 
Schmidt, who made the examinations, 
summed up hie findings yesterday with say- 
ing that the colon bacillus was nearly always 


Proof of Tyhpoid Germs. 
“This is as near to proof that typhoid 


Mr. Schmidt said. ‘‘ The colon and typhoid 
bacilli both come from the same source, and 
if one is present the other almost inevitably 
is there too. Both are intestifial and can be 
derived only from human beings or animals. 
Hence, if one of the intestinal bacilli is in 
the water there is nothing to prevent the 
presence of others also. 

“There is no significance in the failure to 
discover the typhoid germ, for, in addition to 
its common life with the colon, it is almost 
identical in appearance with that. In only 
a few cases has the typhoid bacillus ever 
been positively detected in water. Accord- 
ingly the examination is generally made in 
search of the colon, and its presence is re- 
garded as final proof of danger from the 
other. 

‘“‘ For the sake of tests I experimentéd with 
boiled water, and if skeptics could see the 
difference between that and what comes 
from the mains they would be converted at 
once and would boil all the water they use. 
Water drawn in the afternoon contained de- 
cidedly fewer germs than in that drawn in 
the morning, showing how the bacilli had in- 
creased in the water that had been standing 
in the pipes all night.’’. 


May Delay School Board Action. 

The absence of Trustee Wolff of the board 
of education from the city is likely to post- 
pone the solution of the water problem for 
another week. It was expected that a report 
would. be made to the building and grounds 
committee this afternoon, but Engineer Wa- 
ters said yesterday that he believed it would 
be delayed. 

THE TRIBUNE'S analysis of the water sup- 
plied the schools has convinced the majority 
of the trustees that some action should be 
taken immediately to furnish the schools 
with pure water. 


Favors Early Precautions. 

Something ought to be done at once,” 
said Trustee Cameron. “ Longer delay is 
altogether unneceseary.”’ 

Trustee Brenan said he considered imme- 
diate action imperative.

DISPUTE CAUSE OF DEATH 


BEPORT BY COUNTY HOSPITAL IS 
QUESTIONED, 


Patient Sent to Detention as Victim of 
- Aleoholism, Where He Dies, but Dr. 
_Leininger, Cerener’s Physician, 
Says the Man’s Skull Was Frac- 
tured—Victim of Street Car Acci- 
dent—Body Identified by Daughter, 
Who Faints on Recognising Father. 


While Edward Cody, 72 years old, lies dead 
in the county morgue, physicians of the coun- 
ty hospital and Dr. George Leininger, the 
coroner’s physician, are disputing as to the 
cause of death. 

Cody .was admitted to the hospital ae an 
* unknown man ”’ last Sunday night, but was 
identified yesterday by his daughter, who 
said her father Nved at 345 Winchester ave- 
nue with his wife and two daughters. 

Doctors at the hospital said that the de- 
ceased was suffering from alcoholism, but a 
post-mortem examination developed the fact, 
says Dr. Leininger, that the victim suffered 
from a fractured skull and he accordingly 
gave that as the cause of death. 


Injured by Street Car. 

According to the police at the Lake street 
station Cody was struck by a car at Van 
Buren and Robey streets last Sunday night 
and was removed to the County hospital! in 
an unconscious condition. 

At the County hospital the doctors pro- 
nounced the man’s injuries as slight, and as 
he became violent they diagnosed his case 
as one of alcoholism. He was removed to 
the Detention hospital the next day, where 
he died. 


Daughter Sees Body and Faints. 

Miss Lizzie Cody, one of the daughters, 
who had been searching for her father, 
visited the morgue. The first body she saw 
was that of her father, and with a scream 
she fainted. 

Miss Cody declares positively that her 
father was not addicted todrink. She says 
he was a man of good habits. He was em- 
ployed as a lumber inspector by the George 
Gilbert Lumber company for many years 
and up to the time of his disappearance. 

“ Look at his eyes, and look here back of 
his head,”’ she said. **‘ He has been murdered 
or killed and. we want to look into this mat- 
ter.”’ 

The inquest, which was begun yesterday, 
was postponed until this afternoon. 


No Mention of Accident. 

Dr. Hunter of the detention hospital said 
the patient was accepted by him on the 
recommendation of the physician of the 
County hospital. 

“ Our diagnosis was based on the history 
of the patient furnished us by the County 
hospital people,’ said Dr. Hunter. “ The 
man was delirious and violent and we could 
not make a thogpugh diagnosis. In the his- 
tory of the case there was no mention ofa 
street car accident.”’

CLASH MAY BE RESULT.

The seriousness of the situation on the 
isthmus is fully apparent to the_officials

An inquiry as to the situation was sent 
Capt. McLean, who replied at some length 
this afternoon. Secretary Moody decided 
not to make the entire dispatch public, as it 
contained several expressions of opinion on 
the part of Capt. McLean which it was 
thought advisable to withhold at this time. 
The following statement, however, ‘was 
issued: 

“ A dispatch received this afternoon from 
Capt. McLean says that, while conditions 
are not seriously disturbed now, the present 
United States force cannot be withdrawn 
or diminished.”’ 

The difficulty on the isthmus yesterday 
afternoon when the revolutionists attempted 
to capture one of the passenger trains, has 
; shown the wisdom of Secretary Moody’s 
forethought in having a sufficient force of 
marines on hand to keep the traffic open, and 
it is not proposed now to have this force 
diminished, when it is probable it will be 
needed there for some time. % 

The necessity for maintaining a strong. 
force in Colombia for several months at 
least is, in the opinion of naval officers, good 
reason why ‘an additional force should be 
sent to the isthmus, as it will be necessary 
to relieve the marines now on duty there 
and permit them to rest. As it is both 
marines and sailors are used in guarding the 
railroad line, and a larger force will be 
necessary so that the men may alternate in 
their duty and not incur sickness by reason 
eof overwork.

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NO PROTEST TO ROUMANIA 


GERMANY WILL NOT JOIN IN 
AMERICAN PROTEST. 


Berlin Financiers Fear the Effect of an 
International Storm on Roumanian 
Finances—Kaiser’s Government Be- 
lieves the Moral Strength of the 
Note from the United States Will Re- 
sult in Better Treatment for the 
‘Jews. 


BERLIN, Sept. 25.—Germany has decided 
not to join in a formal manner with the 
American and British protests against 
Roumania’s treatment of the Jews. 

The German government adopts this atti- 
tude, it is understood, independently of other 
continental powers, no agreement having 
been reached in the matter among the cabi- 
nets of the continent. 

Germany considers that as other para- 
phrases besides article 44 of the Berlin 
treaty of 1878 have not been insisted upon— 
for instance, Roumanian forts have not 
been razed to the ground, and Russia is al- 
lowing Batoum to remain as it was before 
the treaty—thig is not the time to oblige 
Roumania to observe any particular provi- 
sion of the treaty. Besides Germany, al- 
though sympathizing sincerely with the de- 
plorable situation of the Jews in Roumania, 
feels unable to interfere in an internal ques- 
tion. 


Fear a Roumanian Crisis. 


Germans are large holders of Roumanian 
securities, and an international storm over 
the policy to which Premier Sturdza of Rou- 
mania is fully committed. might cause his 
fall: and, as a result, Roumanian finances 
would be withdrawn from his capable con- 
trol. A heavy drop in Roumanian funds 
would cause corresponding losses here. 

Germany believes the moral strength of 
the American and British positions, in con- 
nection with the practical measures taken by 
great financial houses, will induce Roumania 
substantially to modify the rigors of the 
trade law. Germany may possibly supple- 
ment these influences by private representa- 
tions made without taking part in collective 
action, should the other powers find a com- 
mon basis upon which to act. In German 
official quarters there is not believed to be 
the slightest possibility of such collective 
action being taken, Russia and Austria espe- 
cially being determined not to move ‘in the 
matter. | 

Check on Emigration. | 

The Tageblatt prints a letter from Buchar- 

est, capital of Roumania, saying: 
“The only effect the American note has 
had so far is an order. that no more emigra- 
tion passports be issued without the usual 
tax of $4. 
“There is much talk here about ‘ Yankee 
arrogance,’ but the news that England had 
followed with a similar step caused vexa- 
tion. If the continental powers act jointly 
it is possible that the Roumanian-Jewish 
question may become acute.”’ 

France Supports American View. 
PARIS, Sept. 25.—It is practically certain 
that the French government will support a 
movement among the powers to put pressure 
on Roumania in favor of better treatment 
of the Jews. 


Roumanian Press Is Indignant. 
VIENNA, Sept. 26.—The Roumanian con- 
servative organ, La Roumanie, protests 
energetically against what it calls the unjust 
proceeding of the United States, and con- 
tends that neither America nor any other 
of the powers is more entitled to interfer- 
ence in the matter of the Jews than is Rou- 
mania to demand explanations concerning 
the Filipinos, Boers, Potes, or Finns. The 
same paper gives details of the stopping of 
emigration passports to the Jews, which has 
called forth an indignant protest from an- 
other prominent Roumanian journal. This 
paper roundly. condemns the action_.of the 
minister of the interior as illegal and un- 
worthy of a civilized country, inasmuch as 
many intending emigrants have spent their 
all for a passage and are now reduced to 


misery. 

Disconcerting to Russia. 
ODESSA, Sept. 25.—Secretary Hay’s Rou- 
manian note is disconcerting to the Russian 
authorities, whose resourceful diplomacy has 
not been for many years so disagreeably 
taxed. The framing of a reply will be a task 
of extreme delicacy and difficulty for Count 
Lamsdorff, the foreign minister, who prdb- 
ably will send a polite but brieffMegative, un- 
garnished with any explanation or qualifica- 
tion. A majority of the Russian newspa- 
pers criticise Mr. Hay’s note unfavorably.

PEKIN, Sept. 25.—It is authoritatively 
stated that one section of the railway from 
Shan-Hai-Kwan to New-Chwang was secret- 
ly restored by the Russians to the Chinese 
on Sept. 23. Yung-Lu, first grand secretary, 
understands that the entire line was handed 
over to the Chinese, but M. Lessar, the Rus- 
sian minister, says that one section yet re- 
mains to be restored, and that it will be 
handed over shortly. 

Viceroy Yuan-Shih-Kai left Tien-Tsin for 
Shan-Hai-Kwan today to complete the 
transfer, which is made contrary to the 
understanding with the British, who expect- 
ed the simultaneous regtoration of the lines 
from Shan-Hai-Kwan to New-Chwang and 
from Pekin to Shan-Hai-Kwan on Oct. 8.

Washington Can Save the 
Flaring Billboard. 


INSPECTORS ARE FIRM. 


Gunning Company Fighting 
Hard but Plans Are Adhered 
| to Strictly. 


Unless the superintendent of construction 
of the new postoffice receives explicit orders 
from Washington to the contrary, the huge 
billboards of the Gunning system, which 
have disfigured the high board fence around 
the building for five years, will soon be a 
thing of the past. 

The destruction of the billboards has be- 
gun. In a few days pedestrians in Clark, 
Adams, and Dearborn streets will be free 
from the many colored advertisements of 
whiskies, cigars, and patent medicines which 
have been thrust before their eyes whenever 
they turned to admire the proportions of 
the monumental building the government 
is putting up to house its business. The 
Gunning company is making a desperate 
fight to retain ssession of what is gen- 
erAlly called the best billboard in Chicago, 
but it is declared that nothing short of an 
edict from the treasury department, will do 
any good. 


First Attack Rouses Firms. 

The work of tearing down the billboards 
was begun several days ago, when Stamsen 
& Bloome, the contractors for the cement 
sidewalk, commenced work in Clark street. 
They were told to cut the fence in half and 
set the lower part out in the street so that 
passing vehicles would be protected from the 
open sidewalk spaces while the work was 
goingon. Then the fun began. 

The manufacturing concerns which had 
rented space from the Gunning company saw 
their signs being destroyed, and at once 
entered a protest. The Gunning company took 
the matter up and filed a protest with Stam- 
sen & Bloome. The contractors were duly 
impressed, and told the Gunning company to 
move the fence bodily outside the curb line. 


Contractors’ Permit Rejected.

In order to prevent any complications the 
inspectors telegraphed to Washington to see 
if any permit had been issued for the Gun- 
ning company, but no reply had been re- 
ceived last evening. 

It is expected that the sidewalk will be 
completed in a month. Then the old fence 
will be destroyed and the walk thrown open 
to the public.. The building line is five feet 
inside the coping which marks the inner 
limit of the street, and this space is to be 
filled with sidewalk lig to give daylight 
to the basement. Thesé will not be put in 
for a long time, as the basement will be 
used as a workshop by the contractors who 
will fit up the interior of the building, and 
the space will be left open for ventilation. 
A fence will be put up at the line of the 
coping, but the inspectors have decreed that 
this shall be only eight feet high in order 
that the sunlight may enter the basement. 


Sign Company Fights Hard. 


It is said the Gunning company has been 
making a strenuous effort to have this fence 
made double height so that its billboard may 
be restored. An eight foot billboard would 
be of little use, merchants say, and the new 
fence is likely to be painted a plain color 
to match the granite background. Further- 
more the fence will be on federal propery 
and not on a Chicago street. 

“So far as I have heard no orders have 
been received from Washington to restore the 
billboards,” said Government Inspector Can- 
man last evening. ‘‘ The work on the side- 
walk .necessitated the removal of the old 
fence, and inorder that the contractors might 
handle their material expeditiously the fence 
was ordered cut down one-half. .& will. be 
removed entirely in a month. The contrac- 
tors who complete the interior will of 
necessity have to use the basement as a 
workroom, and it is necessary that the new 
fence be made as low as possible for this 
reason.”’

PRESIDENT RESTING WELL 


EATS THREE HEARTY MEALS AND 
READS BOOKS. 


Doctors Do Not Believe. Bone Is Af- 
fected and Declare Rest of Ten Days 
Will Be Sufficient to Accomplish 
Cure—No Appointments to Be Made 
This Week and Business Affairs 
Will Be, Excluded as Much as Pos- 
sible. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—{Special.1— 
President Roosevelt is progressing satis- 
factorily, and while there was a slight rise 
in his temperature today it was due en- 
tirely to removing him from the train to 
thé Jackson square White house. The pres- 
ident passed a comfortable night and ate 
three meals today with evident relish. 

Dr. Lung, Dr. Rixey, and Dr. Riley made 
a careful examination of the wound in the 
president's leg and found it in a satisfac- 
tory conditidn. They do not believe the 
bone is affected and have no fear of com- 
plications of any character. It is expected 
the inflammation will disappear within ten 
days, at the expiration of which time the 
president will be able to be on his feet again. 

Absolute quiet has been enjoined upon the 
patient by his physicians, and he is prov- 
me tractable, so far as the physicians’ di- 
rections are concerned. During the entire 
day the president sat up in bed reading and 
chatting with Mrs. Roosevelt, except when 
directing the disposition of some important 
business. Little business will be brought 
to the attention of the president until he 
recovers and few appointments will be made 
during the next two weeks. 

While the president had a slight fever last 
evening, it was due to the excitement inci- 
dental to his removal, and there was no re- 
turn of it thismorning. President Roosevelt 
is cheerful, but does not relish the enforced 
inactivity, and this troubles himatrifle. He 
appreciates the importance of remaining per- 
fectly quiet and will not receive any visitors 
except the members of his family and the 
cabinet officials. 

President Roosevelt desires that the whole 
truth be given the public regarding his con- 
dition. This is being done, and, while no 
bulletins will be issued for fear the impor- 
tance and character of the wound may be 
magnified, Secretary Cortelyou will make 
public occasional statements to silence sen- 
sational rumors.

INSIDE HISTORY OF THE NORTH- 
ERN SECURITIES COMPANY. 


W. P. Clough, Fourth Vice President, 
Tells Federal Court in New York fhe 
Details of the Purchase of the Com- 
mon and Preferred Stock and the 
Bonds of the Great Northern Rail- 
road—Money Borrowed from J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. 


New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.]—There was 
another hearing today in the federal build- 


restrain the Northern Securities company 
from taking over the stock of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railroads and 
constituent companies. W. P. Clough, fourth 
vice president of the Northern Securities 
company, was examined at length by 
Solicitor General Richards. In response to 
questions he.gave the following facts about 
the merger and the holding company: 

“ The total authorized capital stock of the 
Great Northern railway company is 1,250,000 
shares of $100 each, of which 1,238,804 shares 
are outstanding. Of the outstanding shares 
the Northern Securities company up to this 
date has purchased and paid for and had 
transferred into its own name on the trans- 
fer books of the Great Northern railway 
company 528,667. It has also purchased and 
paid for, but has not had transferred into 
its own name, 458,017 additional shares. 
These latter shares stand in names other 
than that of the Northern Securities com- 
pany. These persons hold the stock, virtual- 
ly as trustees, for the Northern Securities 
company. 

How Stock Was Bought. << 

the 18th day of November, 1901,' the 
Northern Securities company purchased 
$37,023,000 of the common stock and $41,0835,- 
v00 of the preferred stock of the Northern 
Pacific railway company, making a total 
of $78,108,000 of the stock of the Northern 
Pacific railway.company, in one lot, for which 
it paid the lump sum of $91,407,500. Of thi 
price the Northern Securities company pai

TO DEATH BY MOB 


James Winston Waylaid and 
Killed for Having Re- 
turned to His Work. 


MAN WITH HIM INJURED. 


N onunion Worker, Disperses 
Crowd with Shotgun. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—James 
‘Winston, aged 48, a miner who had returned 
to work, was beaten to death by a mob, and 
his son-in-law, 8S. J. Lewis, severely injured. 

Frank Bailey, a pump runner in Johnéon 
colliery, committed suicide in Priceburg, 
having become partly insane from the worry 
caused by strikers urging him to stop work. 
Several small riots were suppressed by the 
troops, and in Jessup a negro woman dis- 
persed a crowd of disturbers by firing inta@ 
it with a shotgun. 


Hungarians Are Accused. 

Winston and his son-in-law, Lewis, were 
waylaid by a gang of Hungarian strikers 
on their way to work at Grassy Island col- 
liery of the Delaware and Hudson company. 
The affair took place almost within sight uf 
the camp of the Thirteenth regiment, at 
Olyphant. Lewis got away, but Winston 
had his skull crushed with a club and fell 
unconscious. 

While he lay prostrate and dying the crowd 
jumped on him, kicked him in the face, and 
beat him with clubs. Winston was carried 
Lome by William Doyle, a nonunion man, 
and Mrs. Deyle, who witnessed the murder. 

Harry Simrock, Tom Priston, and Harry 
Shubah, the three men who are alleged to 
bave committed the agtual crime, have fled. 
Six men and a woman who were in the crowd 
from which the assailants emerged were ar- 
rested and held in $1,000 bail each as wit- 
nesses. 


Woman Stands Off Mob. 

Mrs. George Marshall, colored, wife of 
the proprietor of a hotel at Jessup, armed 
with a shotgun, safely escorted a hunted 
nonunion man through a crowd of 100 strik- 
ers from the hotel to the Sterrick Creek 
colliery stockade. When the crowd began 
to bombard the hotel, Mrs. Marshall fired 
on the nearest group and peppered a dozen 
men with bird shot. This scattered the mob.

Martial Law Not Needed. 


Harrisburg. Pa., Sept. 25.—Gov. Stone was 
asked today if he would declare martial law 
in the coal regions and said: “It will be 
wholly unnecessary to resort to that remedy. 
The national guards have been sent into the 
coal regions to suppress tumults, riots, and 
mobs where the civil authorities are unable 
to suppress them. They will not interfere 
with the civil authorities, but are there to 
aid and assist them in preserving order. 

‘“*‘T have no hesitation in expressing my 
disapproval of tumults, riots, and mobs and 
all acts of violence, and my determination to 
suppress them and preserve order regardless 
of comsequences and regardless of cost.”

Milwaukee Pupils Heat the Buildings, 
Each Contributing Two Sticks of 
Wood Each Day.

RCKELS HITS MONRY PLAN 


FORMER CONTROLLER URGES ABO- 
LITION OF SUBTREASURIES. 


Speaks Before Finaneiers at Philadel- 
phia Attacking Present Financial 
System of United States and Deciar- 
ing Banks Should Be Depositories 
for Public Funds — Says Entire 
Scheme of Department Is Founded 
on False Theory. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 25.—[Special.J— 
Former Controller of the Currency James H. 
Eckels today at the meeting of the Pennsyl- 
ij vania State Bankers’ association condemned 
the United States subtreasury system. He 


said: 

“ The relations which the general govern- 
ment bears toward the private business af- 
fairs of the country may well challenge the 
thoughtful attention of every citizen of the 
republic at a time when it is sought to meke 
the relations still more close and the control 
thereof a still more potent factor in their 
conduct, 

“The plea whieh I make is for less gov- 
ernmental intimacy and influencein the busi- 
ness world. 1 wish to speak for the right of 
the business man to manage, regulate, and 
} control the interests in which he has invest- 

ed his own property, unhampered by any im- 
proper legislative enactment, and free from 
useless supervision of regulating commis- 
gions and other bodies, both of national and 
state origin. 

Should Not Attempt Banking. 

“The treasury department in any govern- 
ment should find the exercise of its legitimate 
functions within the confines of collecting, 
under the law, the needed revenues for the 
conduct and maintenance of the govern- 
ment in all its departments and the disburse- 
ments of the same. 

When it goes beyond and enters, under 
the hard and fast miles which, here at 
least, govern it, the domain of a wider 
finance, it does so without the ordinary and 
natural means of maintaining its position, 
and of necessity brings upon itself confusion 
and to,the country’s trade uncertainty and 
loss. 

“The government in its treasury depart- 
ment, by force of law, undertakes to be a 
bank, but the futility of the undertaking be- 
comes manifest when it is known that it is 
founded upon no banking principles and 
conducted in accordance with no recognized 
banking rules. In its subtreasury system 
it is the bank of the mere safety deposit 
vault or the stocking of the ignorant and 
suspicious citizen. Into this government 
safety box each day are being lodged vast 
sums of money taken out of the channels 
of trade and commerce at a time when most 


needed. 
Built Upon False Theories. 


“The glaring inadequacy of the treasury 
department, as at present, working under 
the operation of law for accomplishing re- 
sulta other than embarrassment, was never 
more strongly evinced than today. 

‘ There can be no secretary of the treasury, 
no matter how wide his experience or acute 
his finanoctal perception, who can accomplish

It is the purpose of the investigations to 
discover the effects, deleterious or otherwise, 
upon the rivers which receive the polluted 
streams. One of the immediate results of the 
pollution is the driving away of all varie- 
ties of fish which were once abundant in these 
streams, but a more important considera- 
tion is the influence of the sulphur charged 
streams on the processes of decomposition 

of organic matter going on in rivers into 
: which they flow. 

It ig an important question, though at 
present it seems to be an open one, whether 
a stream polluted by sewage is assisted or 
retarded in its self-purification by the eulphur 
polluted tributaries; but thereis a possibility, 
which is yet to be demonstrated, that the 
discharge of mine waste into sewage pollu- 
tion may have an important chemical in- 
fluence upon sedimentation. if not appre- 
clable effect upon the oxidation of organic 
matter. : 


CHANGES IN DIPLOMATIC CORPS 


a Ambassador Tower and Minister Storer 
to Be Transferred and Henry 
White Advanced.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[{Special.]— 
Charlemagne Tower, the American ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, will be transferred 
to Berlin as the successor of Ambassador 

y White, who has resigned and will retire 
‘shortly. _It is almost equally certain Bel- 
lamy Storer, the American minister at 
Madrid, will be promoted to St. Petersburg, 
to fill the vacancy created by the transfer 
of Ambassador Tower, and that Henry D. 
White, the secretary of the American em- 
bassey at London, will be promotedand trans- 
ferred to -Madrid. 
A number of diplomatic changes have 
. been contemplated for some time, and the 
» ganmnouncement of Ambassador Tower's 
transfer to Berlin today is confirmed 
here, and tomorrow President Roosevelt, or 
the department of state, may officially an- 
novunce the changes, so far as they relate 
to St. Petersburg and Berlin. Dr. White 
will not leave Berlin until about Nov. 14. 
Ambassador Tower has been in the ¢ciplo- 
matic service of the United States nearly 
six year. April 1, 1897, he was appointed 
minister to Austria-Hungary, and two years 
later was promoted to the rank of ambassa- 
Gor and transferred to St. Petersburg. 
Minister Storer has served the same length 
of time, having been appointed minister to 
Belgium May 4, 18097. Two years later he 
was appointed to his present position at the 
Spanish capital. 
Secretary White has served many years 
in the diplomatic service of his country and, 
in the opinion of officials, has earned a 
promotion. In 188 Mr. White was appointed 
secretary of legation at Vienna, arid a few 
months later was transferred to London 
ce as the second secretary of the legation. In 
x 1886 he was promoted to the rank of first 
| secretary, and he retired from the service 
in 1893. In March, 1897, Mr. White was ap- 
pointed secretary of the American embassy 
a at London, and has served there since. He 
Z has frequently been in charge of the em-

ARMY WAR GAME 15 OPEN. 


ADVANCE GUARD PRACTICE AT 
FORT RILEY, KANSAS. 


Biue and Brown Detachments Engage 
in Skirmishing Near Camp Root— 
Defenders of Retreating Division 
Inflict Heavy Losses Upon the Scouts 
of the Advancing Troops—Engage- 
ments of Entire Force Will Begin 
on Monday. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Sept. 25.—[Special, ]~The 
army war game which is to be played on a 
large scale next week was started early this 
morning with’ advance and rear gufard prac- 
tice by smal detachments of blue and brown 
skirmishers, who were supposed to be guard- 
ing the front and rear of their respective 
armies. 

Blue Troops on Defensive. 

The blue troops went to their station, about 
a mile and a half_ northwest of Camp Root, 
which was to represent their territory and 
which, as a rear guard to an imaginary army, 
they were to guard and engage the advance 
guard of another imaginary army, which 
was supposed to be about to invade the terri- 
tory of the blue troops. 

In this maneuver the judges of the contests 
watch the lines of the opposing forces and 
when any portion of either has been exposed 
to the others, they count as many men out 
of action as in their judgment would have 
been struck had balls been used instead of 
blanks. 

When the brown or khaki army entered the 
“enemy's country today, neither force 
knew where or how soon it would come upon 
the others, and under the conditions by 
which the judges counted out the “ wound- 
and killed” from the forces engaged 
made the game an intensely interesting one 
for the troops. The same conditions called 
for the utmost caution on the part of the 
officers who°commanded thetwoforces. . 

When the invaders came upon the defenders 
pe infantry in a sheltered position fired upon 

he cavairy, which was in the open. On this 
account the invading force suffered a severe 
loss and received another serious backset in 
a subsequent engagement with the defending 
skirmishers by losing time in reaching an 
advantageous position, toward which it was 
working. 


Whole Force to Come Out Today. 

The maneuver tomorrow will call into 
service all arms at Camp Root. It willibe 
the first where*this has been done, and the 
hospital and signal corps and the battalion 
of engineers will have thcir share in the 
work. 

On the program this maneuver is known as 
an exercise of each regiment as advance 
guard of an imaginary division, involving 


the employment of artillery. The troops 
will go on to the field early in the morning, 
with rations for the day. The maneuvers 
do not cease for thé noon hour, and dinner 
may have to be eaten in the thick of the 
fight. The troops do not expect tomorrow’s 
maneuvers to cease with the engagements 
during the daytime, but expect a big fight 
during the night. 

The preparations at the camp for tomor- 
row'’s program are more elaborate than 
those made for today’s maneuvers. The 
ground is beginning to dry, and the camp 
is more comfortablé for the men.

(There have been a number of desertions 
from Camp Root.in the dast week, and those 
who have been captured.sey they left on 
account of having to participate in the move- 
ment of troops during the bad weather. 
Quite a number of soldiers are sick as a

On Sunday the Twenty-second infantry’s 
ball team will play the Fort Riley team on 
the cavairy parade. It is expected that the 
National guards'from Kanas, Arkansas, ard 
Colorado will arrive on Sunday. The num- 
ber of visiting National guard officers is in- 
creasing daily.

Cicero Town Board Votes Down Measure 
to Allow Granting of a Sa- 
loon License. 


The village of Clyde will remain a prohibi- 
tion town with local option, as it has been 
since its inauguration as a village. This 
was decided last evening at a meeting of the 
Cicero town board. , There was little opp@i- 
tion. 

For some time certain residents of the 
town have advocated the issuance of saloon 
licenses. At length an ordinance was pre- 
pared by William Henry.

It is based upon official and authentic evi- 
dence, and its statements are supported by 
citations of the reports of commanding of- 
ficers, or of unimpeached testimony given 
before the senate Philippine committee. None 
of the disputed allegations is relied upon. 
The whole discussion is intended to leave no 
loophole for charges of vagueness or of the 
use of information of questionable au- 
thenticity.

Prof. Zueblin of Chicago Tells Conven-

Minheapolis, Minn., Sept. 25.—[Special.]— 
Before the national convention of employers 
and employés today Prof. Charles Zueblin 
of the ulfiversity of Chicago, in a paper on 
“The Relations of the Public to Capital and 
Labor,” said regardihg the anthracite coal 
situation:

Public Will Not Discount Bonds. 

It is expected by New York bankers that 
the offer of advance interest on the greater 
part of these bonds will be accepted, and the 
amount offered thereby is placed at approxi- 
mately $5,000,000. So far as bonds held by 
the general public is concerned, there is no 
reason to believe the offer of the secretary 
will be given any attention. As a bank of- 
ficial today put it: 

“The individual owner ‘of government 
bonds Is a strange bird. He doesn’t care any- 
thing about the ordinary rules or conditions 


due and he is not going to be bothered about 
any plans for discounting it. When Mr. 
Gage was secretary he found that prac- 
tically no holders other than the banks, 
which had a direct monetary interest in this 
advance payment, gave any consideration to 
his offer, although his advances amounted 
to about $2,500,000.”" 

Speculative interest, as usual, took the op- 
timistic view and the suggestion to cus- 
tomers was generally held out that the sec- 
retary would anticipate all bond interest fall- 
ing due before June 30, 19038. As this in round 
numbers was figured at $20,650,000 the con- 
clusion was that the entire amount would be 
put into circulation. 


. Money Will Continue Close. 

It will not be violating any confidence to 
say that the anticipatory payments are not 
expected to cut much of a figure. The fact 
is that money is close, and is expected to con- 
tinue so. Figures to be embodied in Satur- 
day’s bank statement were made up today, 
and there is no doubt the showing will be 
satisfactory on the score of an increase in 
the excess reserve. 

Several of the largest banks which on lest 
) Saturday were below the legal requirements 
will be above in the forthcoming statement. 
It is understood the National City will be 
among those overcoming the losses of last 
week. 

Generally speaking there was today a 
swapping of funds between different insti- 
tutions, with a view of evening the excess 
reserve item. It is the opinion of those who 
ought to know that the statement will show 
a surplus of fair proportions as against a 
deficit last Saturday. But this must net be 
taken to mean that a rosy period of easy 
money is at hand, and that speculation will 
resume upon the appearance of the figures 
its interrupted pace. 


Russell Sage Sounds Warning. 

Russell Sage, who has several times spoken 
prophetically on the money and stock mar- 
ket situation, was quoted todmy as saying: 

‘The situation so far as money is con- 
cerned is not acute. It is directly menacing 
only to those who have outstanding long ac- 
counts which are weakly protected. Within 
the next ten days or two weeks the situation 
will right itself, but meantime there must be 
more liquidation. The brakes must be put 
on and the speculative craze shortly checked. 
A halt must be called on indiscriminate spec- 
ulation by those who have not plenty of re- 
sources. When exports of cotton and wheat 
are started money will begin to come in.””

Explanation of the high price at which St. 
Paul stock has been ruling is found to be in 
knowledge of the intention of the board of 
directors to take action which would result 
in valuable rights for shareholders. Such 
action was proposed to be taken at the meet- 
ing scheduled to be held next Wednesday at 
Milwaukee. 

The rights intended to be offered were fig- 
ured at between $9 and $9.50 per share at 
current prices for St. Paul. The information 
that such rights were in contemplation seems 
not’ to have been generally known, since no 
announcement has been made. But it tran- 
spired today that nothing wil! be done at next 
Wednesday's meeting because of the ina- 
bility of two prominent members of the 
board to be in attendance. The rights, how- 
ever, are still under consideration.

Chicago financial interests were almost a 
unit yesterday in commending Secretary 
Shaw’s plan for affording relief to the mone- 
tary situation by the anticipation of interest 
on government bonds maturing between now 
and the end of the fiscal year. This plan, if 
accepted by all the bondholders, would re- 
lease something like $20,000,000, about $11,- 
500,000 of which, it is estimated, would go to 
New York, where relief is most needed. The 
discount on the interest would result fn a 
profit to the government on the transaction 
of about $220,000. 

It is freely conceded that this action is 
only a palliative, and probably would afford 
only temporary relief from the financial 
strain, but at the same time the secretary is 
given full credit for a desire to do all in his 
power to help the banks tide over their pres- 
ent difficulties. The secretary already has 
taken steps to Increase the deposits of public 
money in the government depositories, and 
the anticipation of interest on the bonds is 
about the only remaining course left open 
to him. 

There is a good deal of speculation as to 
the amount of money that will be released as 
a consequence of this offer.

One of these attomobiles, a red 
French machine, is said to have been the 
vehicle in which Pine’s affections were car- 
ried away from his wife. Pine had a passion 
for automobiling, was an. expert. chauffeur, 
and was a familiar figure in Michigan avenue 
and other south side boulevards. In fact, he 
was interested in all forms of athletics. He 
is well known about the Automobile club and 
the Chicago Athletic association.

Pine came to Chicago several years ago 
from South Bend, Ind., where his father, as 
general western manager of the Singer manu- 
fatturing company and a possessor of consid- 
erable wealth, is one of the leading residents. 
Milton is an only son. His dental office 
was in the same building in State street with 
Dr. William B. Hunt, an oculist. Hunt

GIRL WHO CAME TO WED i 
ENDS LIFE WHEN DEPORTED. 


Young Woman Leaps to Death from 
Train Near Detroit to Escape from 


Immigration Officers. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 25.—Driven to des- 
peration by the prospect of being forever 
separated from her lover, whom she had 
crossed the ocean to marry, Alexandra 
Joseph, a young Syrian girl, in an effort to 
escape from the United States immigration 
agent, who was about to deport her this 
afternoon, threw herself from the window 
of a Michigan Central train running fifty 
miles an hour and was instantly killed. 

The tragedy was enacted two miles north 
of Newport, and was the culmination of 
years of effort on the part of Joseph 
Abodeely of Cedar Rapids, Ia., to lead his 
old world sweetheart to the altar.

On Aug. 19, his 
funds having run low, he attempted to run 
the gantlet of the inspectors at Detroit and 
was caught. Both the young foreigners 
were detained by the United States au- 
thorities. 

Today Immigration Agent Cameron Mil- 
ler took the girl in custody for the trip to 
New York with a warrant from the secre- 
tary of the treasury to have the girl de- 
ported to Syria. Watching her chance she 
leaped from the window.

Boxmakers Appeal to a Governor.

Durbin of Indiane to aid them 
win their fight against the Sefton Box Man- 
ufacturing company. Gov. Durbin is a vice 
president of the company and before he was 
elected governor took an active interest tn it. 
The firm has two plants, one in Chicago and 
the other in ‘It is the an- 
nounced intention 6f* thé officials to do all 
their work in the Indiana plant until the 
strike is settled, and to prevent this the 
strikers have appealed to the governor. 

The girls working in the Pictorial Box com- 
pany, 1245 State street, joined in the strike 
yesterday morning, but all were ordered back 
to work. The girls in the other companies 
doing box work are expected to walk out to- 
day unless.a settlement is effected. When 
they walk out there will be on strike between 
2.500 and 3,000 girls. They will be watched 
over by the men of the organization and 
women interested in social settlement work. 
None will be allowed to picket. ‘ 


STRIKERS ARE CALLED UNFAIR. 


Structural Iron Workers Actused of: 
Breaking Contract in Walking Out 
at New Depot. 


Structural ironavorkers are accused of tn- 
justice and violation of contract in striking 
at the new Lake Shore-Rock Ieland depot. 
It was necessary to build a traveler to handle 
the large trusses used in the structure, and 
carpenters were to do the work. 
The business agent for the ironworkers, it ie 
said, demanded that the members of his 
union be allowed to build the traveler, and 
when the contractors refused this request 
on the ground that these men were not 
equipped for such work, the ironworkers 
struck. 

“The position seems to said a repre- 
sentative of Grace & Hyde, the contractors, 
yesterday, “ that the ironsetters won't work 
if there are carpenters employed, and the 
carpenters won't work if ironsetters are em- 
ployed, and between the two a building that 
is needed as quickly as possible by thou- 
sands of suburbanites muet He idle until a 
labor delegate can’ be convinced he ts not the 
axis upon which the world revolves. 

‘‘One man at his will, without conference, 
without even a single man of his associates 
believing as he does, says to hundreds of 
men: ‘ Drop your tools and quit,” and they 
obey. At his will he makes gold beaters of 
laborers, carpenters of sailors, and decides 
whether the men shall work. | 

‘A contract was made between their’em 
ployers and these ironsetters, which exprese- 
ly provides that disputes of any kind shall 
be submitted to arbitration, and the men to 
work pending the settlement. This is ig- 
nored. Made expressly to keep men em- 
ployed and the work going on, it has force 
only from one side.” 


LABOR TOFIGHT BOOK COMPANY 


Union Men Likely to Refuse to Purchase 
Its Publications for Use of 
Their Children. 


Uniess the board of education agrees to 
reinstate Supt. W. W. Speer the Chicago 
Federation of Labor will fight the American 
Book company—commonly known as the 
book trust. The plan will be to induce par- 
ents not to allow their children to purehase 
or study from any of the proscribed books. 
President G. V. Lighthall may bring the sub- 
ject before the federation at its next meeting. 

“The federation will not make this school 
book controversy a political question,’ said 
President Lighthall. ‘‘ We can get at the 
company in another way should our demands 
for the reinstatement @f Supt. Speer -fail. 
Our children can refuse to buy the books, 
refuse to use them, and yet they cannot be 
barred from school. The majority of the 
children in the schools come from union 
homes and union men can be interested In 
the fight."’ 

Charges were made yesterda? by umion men 
not in sympathy with the scheme that Prest- 
dent Lighthall afid other members of the 
executive board fear that the issue will be- 
come political. All believe that Mayor Har- 
rison will not order the reinstatement of 
Supt. Speer and that his refusal will be made 
an issue in the coming campaign.

BATTLE OF SHALL BOATS 


FIRST RACE BETWEEN LITTLE 
HASTE AND LA RITA. 


Series for Championship of Twenty- 
one Foot Class Will Be Started This 
Afternoon \Off the Local Harbor— 
Eastern Yacht and Its Wesetrn Ri- 
val in Fine Condition for Test— 
Course Will Be Triangular, Either 
Ten or Twelve Miles. 


The first race of the series for the cham- 
pionship of the world in the twenty-one foot 
class, between Little Haste, the eastern 
champion, and La Rita, champion of the 
west, will be sailed this afternoon under the 
auspices of the Columbia Yacht club. 

The céurse, the distance of which has not 
been definitely decided, will be triangular. 
Both owners, George R: Peare and T. K. 
Lothrop Jr., believe a distance of ten or 
twelve miles will be to the best advantage of 
their Boats. The eastern man favors a ten 
mile course, but has no cbjection to the long- 
er distance. The regular triangular twelve 
mile course used by the Columbia Yacht 
club will be sailed only in case of a choppy 
or heavy sea. 

The preliminary gun will be fired promptly 
at 1:50, and ten minutes later the gun start- 
ing the two boats on their initial race.

La Rita has 
shown that it can travel faster in a rough or 
choppy sea, and to sum it up it is figured 
that with the latter condition of water pre- 
vailing La Rita will have an excellent chance 
for victory, while if the water is smooth it 
will favor the Lothrop boat. ,

NEW ONES ORDERED IN FACE OF 
ADVERSE OPINIONS. 


Hangers Are Lighted in First Ward 
It Will Be Bright Enough te Read

NEW DRALN ON GIFY FUNDS 


Leases His Building to Municipality 

for Justice Court and Occupies It 

. Himself — Recetves Rent of $600 a 

Year When $150 Is Said to Be a Fair 

Price—In Return for Political Serv- 

ice Chicago Becomes a Tenant and 
Vacates Its Own Property 


By renting his building to the city and then 
it himself a democratic saloon- 
keeper on the northwest side has found a 
new way of assisting of disposing of public 
funds, and incidentally he derives considera- 
ble profit. His success as a financier is at- 
tributed by neighbors to a sort of politica} 
influence. 

For a long time Justice Thomas Edgar, 
police magistrate, held court in the Itving 

Park station, Milwaukee avenue and Irving 
Park boulevard. Influence too powerful for 
him to overcome secured the transfer of the 
court to 2242 Milwaukee avenue, a building 
owned and occupied by William F. Gaines, 

The first floor of the building is used by 
“ Billy "’ Gaines asasaloon. The upper floor 
was rented to the city for $50 a month. to be 
occupied by Justice Edgar, where the police 
cases of the district were to bé heard. 

The justice did not like the location and 
waged a campaign to bring about a second 
transfer, which he managed to effect, return- 
ing to the Irving Park Station, where com- 
modious quarters are provided. — 


Gaines Plays the High Card. 

Gaines got his friends to work again, how- 
ever, and when the justice was not expecting 
it succeeded in circumventing him, and the 
court went back to Logan square and Mil- 
waukee avenue. Since then the justice has 
bene unable to effect a change. 

At the headquarters of the justice every- 
thing is arranged for the- comfort of the 
persons profiting at the city’s expense. 
Justice Edgar is allotted just enough space 
to\aceommodate his court during the short 
time it is in session there. 

Justice William D. Wilcox also occupies 
the upper floor. He pays no rent to the city, 
and if any is collected at all it goes to the 
owner of the building, ‘ Billy ’ Gaines. 

Neither of the justices is in the building 
much of the time, so that the floor is practi- 
cally at the dispdsal of the owner whenever 
he wants it. All except the space resérved 
for the court fs devoted te sleeping apart- 
ments, Mr. Gaines occupying it constantly, 
though collecting rent from the city for its 


use. 
Rent Said to Be Exorbitant. - 


Gaines building that rente are comparatively 
low elsewhere in that dtstrict, yet the saloon- 
keeper draws $600 a year from the city funds 
for space that should not cost more than $150, 
according to conservative judges of values. 
Besides that, while the city pays for the use 
of the Gaines bullding, a court room which it 
possesses at the Irving Park police station is 
unused. 

The struggle over the court is attributed to 
the disagreement between the Burke and 
anti-Burk factions of the democratic party. 
Bhily Gaines represents the city adminis- 
tration, and as it is to hisinterest to have the 
court in his building he has used the adminis- 
tration influence to hold it there. Om the 
other hand, the Burke faction has sought to 
keep it in Irving Park, where that element 
has a stronger following than around Logan 
Square.

DEVELOPMENT OF MONTANA 
FIELD BEING PUSHED. 


Hoise Experts Declare Big Creek Dis- 

triet of Thunder Mountain Region 

Will Rival South Africa — Chicago 

. Man Directing Plans for Opening Up 
Stlver and Gold Ledge, Which Is 
Traced for One Mile—Western Cap- 
italists Interested. . 


[BY WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE.] 

Boise, Idaho, Sept. 25.—{Special.]—The 
chief topic of interest during the last twenty- 
four hours among western mining men, and 
_particularly at Bolse, is the news of the de- 
velopment of that part of Thunder mountain 
known as the Big creek district, a belt lying 
west of the Thunder mountain district 
proper and comprising a strip of ground 
twenty miles long and five miles wide. 

For two or three months it has been known 
that claims were being located in this belt 
by mining experts, and considerable work 
has been done under the direction of men 
who were supposed to represent eastern cap- 
ital. But the prospectors and the local min- 
ing people were not inclined to look with 
much enthusiasm on the work. The Thun- 
der mountain boom early in the year, which 
played out during the summer, has made 
local mining operators suspicious of the 
country. 


Rich Ledge Is Discovered. 

H.,H. Hunter of Seattle, representing Colo- 
rado’s most favorably known capitalists, has 
a wonderful showing of ore, and is actively 
at work with a large crew of men driving 
tunnels, building cabins, ete. The ledge 
shows on the contact of quartzite and por- 
phyry through thelr *proporty a mile in 
length, and from 60 to 200 feet wide. Itisa 
clean quarts carrying gold and silver values 
in considerable quantities.

Hollister’s Chicago and New York asso- 
ciates are preparing to put in a number of 
mils as soon as the trail opens in the spring 
and it is believed that the new camp on 
Big creek will develop more rapidly than 
any gold camp for many years. 

As the preliminary work this summer has 
been done under the eyes of expert mining 
men, backed by capital from the beginning, 
it has not been an accidental development.

Showing Is Made in the Face of

The annual revort of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railway company for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1902, was issued yester- 
day. It makes the best showing of any re- 
port issued in the company's history. 

There has been a steady increase in earn- 
ings since 1896. Freight earnings, which in 
1897 were $22,067,636, ran up last year to 
$41,815,607. Passenger earnings, which in 
1897 were $5,574,288, reached the amount in 
1902 of $13,489,384. 

The lines composing the Santa Fé system 
at the end of the fiscal year were as follows:

Crop Failures a Factor. 

During the year, President Ripley says, the 
company had to contend with a partial fail- 
ure of the cotton crop, a failure of the corn 
crop, a large falling off in citrus fruit, and 
largely increased expenses caused by ad- 
vance in wages and material. 

But the company has had a large increase 
in miscellaneous tonnage and in passenger 
traffic, so that the total result is exceedingly 
satisfactory. At this time the prospect for 
this year is better than a year ago as to al! 
crops, except wheat, which latter is below an 
average crop. 

In speaking of a 250 mile extension in east- 
ern Oklahoma being built by the Santa Fé, 
President Ripley says: 

** Many new lines have been built or are io 
course of construction in this territory and 
others have been projected, and there is seri- 
ous danger that more railroads will be con- 
structed in this territory than it can properly 
support.”’ | 

The California Eastern railway, extending 


| from Goff’s station, Cal., northward forty- 


five miles to the Ivanpah valley, has come 
into the possession of the Santa Fé through 
the purchase of nearly all its stock and bonds 
at a cost of $355,364. 

The Gulf, Beaumont and Kansas City and 
Gulf, Beaumont and Great Northern railways 
are still under construction northward, it 
having been decided to extend them to Cen- 
ter, Shelby county, Tex. They pass through 
pind forests for the most part untouched by 
the ax. ' 


Roosevelt Rate Stands. 

About a week ago the western roads 
agreed to make reduced rates to Chicago 
for Oct. 3 on account of President Roose- 
velt's intended visit. As the presidént’s in- 
jury to his leg will prevent him from being 
in Chicago on the day specified, a proposition 
was submitted to the Western Passenger 
association to cancel the reduced rates pre- 
viously agreed upon, but the proposition was 
voted down at the meeting of the association 
held here yesterday, and the low rates will 
be made despite the fact that the president 
will not be here. 3 

It will be a fare and one-third for the round 
trip from all points in the west from which 
the regular one way_rate to Chicago is $4.7 
or less. 

Tickets at this rate will be sold on Oct. 3. 


New Car.Combine’s Ideas. 

A new style of passenger car has been intro- 
duced on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad. It is a combination of parlor, din- 
ing, and observation car, and will be attached 
to the fast mail train which leaves Chicago 
every morning for Omaha and the northwest. 

It is furnished with arm chairs, luxuriously 
upholstered, and opens on to the observation 
platform, which is separated fron? the room 
by large plate glass windows. Two sleeping 
berths are provided for invalids, Off from 
the parlor is a comfortable smoking room. 

Beyond is the dining room, an attractive 
affair, holding four tables. The kitchen and 
pantry are large and complete. 

The cars are conceded to be a distinct ad. 
vance on anything of the kind yet used in 
this country. 


Condition of Iowa Roads. 


The annual report of the lowa railroad 
commissioners for 1901 contains tables show- 
ing result of operation of railways in the 
state for the last twenty-four years. 

In 1878 the railway mileage of lowa was 
4.157 miles; in 1901 it was 9,356 miles. 

In the same period the earnings grew from 
$20,714,000 to $54,064,000; the expenses from 
$12,565,000 to $37,449,000; net earnings from 
$8,148,000 to $17,314,000. 

While this shows great growth in mileage 
and traffic. examination indicates that the 
net earnings have not increased proportion- 
ately but have actually suffered a decrease.

He hasdoneeverything 
he can to relieve the atringency in the mar- 
ket, and the banks must now look else- 
where than to the government for cur- 
rency. There are $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 
of European securities in the United 
States still available to secure Euro- 
pean gold. This should be enough to 
tide the market over until the crops are 
moved. The great financial interests are 
united in the effort to permit nothing to dis- 
turb the financial equilibrium of the country. 
Mr. Shaw is prepared to cotperate with them 
for the benefit of the entire country. 


THE GOVERNMENT DREAM PALACE. 
So Mr. John H. Peirce is to have the con- 


tract for completing the government build- 


ing in Chicago. Inasmuch as he has been 
faithless over a few things it is  pro- 
posed he shall be faithless over a few 
more—a reward which is not in accord 


‘with the scriptural injunction. Mr. Peirce 


originally was a granite man; now he 
is a general contractor. It would be doing 
the subject injustice not to admit that he is 
a man of great abHity and that he has turned 
out a fine piece of work in the government 
building, as far as it has gone. But he has 
been too slow about it. Under the original 
contract the granite work was to have been 
finished Jan. 1, 1902. It was finished day 
before yesterday. There was to have beena 
penalty of $100 a day for delay after Jan. 
1 last, precisely as there is to be a penalty 
of the same amount for delay after Jan. 1, 
1905, on the interior finish. We have not 
heard that any money has been paid under 
the first penalty clause, nor is it likely that 
any will be paid under the new penalty 
clause. 

These penalty clauses have no particular 
terrors for old time contractors. They 
know how easy it is to evade them, that it 
is always possible to say delay was caused 
by the “ party of the first part,” or that it 
Was unavoidable, or that alterations had 
been. made in the original plans—and alter- 
ations Jre always made in constructing 
buildings of the first class: It is easy to 
avoid these penalties, and as Mr. Peirce 
paid nothing for delays in completion of the 
first contract he will pay nothing in the 
second case. 

One “ sweetly solemn thought ” will steal 
upon the minds of architects and contractors 


generally when they notice that Mr. Peirce’s . 


bid is $400,000 less than that of the next 
lowest bidder. Bids are largely a matter of 
specifications. Much depends upon the se- 
verity with which the architect and super- 
ititendent insist upon compliance with the re- 


quirements of the specifications. If Mr. Peirce 


has a friend at court and is not to be called 
to account too strictly by the architect in 
charge or by the assistant secretary of the 
treasury, he can safely offer to do the work 
for $400,000 less than amy one else. The 
other bidders had no assurances of favor. 
They did not know that the bars would be 
let down for them at convenient times and 
places. Thay based their bids upon what 
material and labor will cost, with a certain 
percentage for profit and risk. Mr. Peirce 
apparently does not have to take the same 
chances as other contractors He knows just 
where the profit is coming from, and feels 
there is no unusual risk in connection with 
the construction. 

It is worth noting that if the contract for 
the interior finish had been let, as it should 
have been, two or three years ago, there 
would have been at least 25 per cent saved in 
the cost of material and labor. This is what 
the United States government has to pay for 
unusual and unnecessary delay, to say noth- 
ing of the inconvenience the government and 
people are suffering through not having the 
use of the new building. 

Clearly there is room for investigation. 
Congress should appoint a special commit- 
teé to inquire who is responsible for the de- 
lay, how it happens that Mr. Peirce is able 
to bid $400,000 less than any other respon- 
sible contractor, and who is going to hold 
him rigorously to the fulfillment of his con- 

tract when it is given him. 

Meanwhile it is not out of order to con- 
gratulate the people of Chicago upon the 
fact that the building, when they get it—if 
they ever do—will be a credit to the city and 
to the government.

The statement that Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw will resign or has even 
thought of resigning, or that there: is fric- 
tion in his officia] relations with the presi- 
dent, is untrue. There may not be absolute 
agreement between the president and secre- 
tary on all financial subjects. The secretary 
may, in his report to congress, propose 
some policy which the president does not 
approve of, but if he does it would not be un- 
precedented in such cases. Secretary Man- 
ning made financial suggestions with which 
President Cleveland did not agree. Secre- 
tary Gage, in nearly every one of his re- 
ports, advocated financia] measures and re- 
forms which President McKinley totally 
ignored and Controller Dawes flatly op- 
posed. The secretary of the treasury, in his 
report, makes suggestions to congress, and 
congress takes his recommendations for 
what they are worth. They are not self- 
acting and have no value except as they 
commend themselves to the good judgment 
of the members of both houses. . 

It would be a misfortune, both to the 
president and to the country, if Secretary 
Shaw should retire to private life. He has 
grown in the estimation of financial men 
and thé people in general from the moment 
he accepted the position until now. Bank- 
ers speak of him as a broad gauge man,

Mr. Shaw’s retirement would demoralize 
the republican party in the west.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

ARMEN SYLVA, the poet queen of 

Roumania, is always doing eccentric 

things which involve both. her long 

suffering husband and his ministers 

in trouble. She means well, but like 
sO many women gifted in the lyrical way is 
lamentably deficient in tact, and does not 
seem to be able to realize that the occupants 
of thrones are subjected to certain restric- 
tions of utterance and behavior from which 
people of less exalted rank are exempt. Her 
latest “faux pas” of this kind has been in 
eonnection with Count Tolstoi, and King 
Charles and his ministers have been obliged 
not only to ask the czar’s pardon for the 
affront to which she had subjected his gov- 
ernment but likewise to make public the 
apology. 

Two years ago the queen already gave of- 
fense at the court of St. Petersburg by writ- 
ing to Count Tolstoi a letter which found 
its way into the newspapers, declaring that 
his works were her favorite books, and that 
she always had them beside her. The Rus- 
sian government took no official notice of the 
matter, but when a short time back she 
wrote him urging him to leave Russia and 
to settle in Roumania, where he would be 
‘free from every kind of persecution,’’ and 
offered to place at his disposal not only a 
royal residence at Sinaia, her magnificent 
country place in the most picturesque por- 
tion of the Carpathians — the Roumanian 
Balmoral in fact—and likewise a furnished 
house at Bucharest, the Muscovite govern- 
ment offered a formal protest, and the czar 
directed his envoy at the court of Roumania 
to ask for explanations. 

Accordingly King Charles has cancéled his 
wife's invitation to Tolstoi and informed the 
czar of the fact, while the Bucharest govern- 
ment has published an official communique 
to the effect that “‘ the count’s sojourn in 
Roumania was never intended to be any- 
thing more than a brief visit, such as other 
celebrated men of letters*have often paid to 
the queen,’’ in spite of the fact that the lat- 
ter’s duly published 
begged Tolstoi to make his home in her hus- 
band’s dominions. 

In order to appreciate the situation it must 
be explained that without detracting in any 
way from Tolstol’s renown as 4n author and 
as a man of honor, he is in the eyes of the 
czar and of the Russian government a dan- 
gerous revolutionist. For he uses his tal- 
ented pen and his eloquent tongue to teach 
doctrines that are nothing more nor less than 
rank anarchy. He is the declared enemy of 
au wovernment, both of church and of staté, 
holds up soldiers to obloquy as hired murder- 
ers, and informed the czar quite recently in 
a public letter that most, if not all, of the land 
still belonging to the manorial proprietors 
should be made over to the indigent peasant. 
He recommends the latter to pay no taxes 
and to put no faith in the judges. 

The church has done the only thing possi- 
ble in the case of a man who thus openly 
proclaims his defiance thereof. It has di- 
récted its clergy to demy him the sacraments 
until he recants. But the Russian govern- 
ment has so far refrained from molesting 


him, though it has severely punished many |- 


of those who had put his teachings into ex- 
ecution. 

Queen Elizabeth is to such an exteht daft 
on the subject of literature and poetry that 
clever and designing people often have taken 
advantage thereof tohercost. Thus because 
her maid of honor, Helene Vacarescu, was 
able to write pretty verses she took it into 
her head that the girl was a poet, the one per- 
son of all others best fitted to become the 
successor of *‘ Carmen Sylva ”’ on the throne 
of Roumania. With this object in view she 
set to work to bring about a marriage of the 


- girl with the crown prince. 


The sloe-eyed Helene, nothing loath, readily 

lent herself to the scheme, which she most 
likely originated in the Queen’s mind. The 
heart of the prince, a nephew of the king, 
was soon captured, and before many weeks 
had passed the royal youth, weak, impres- 
sionable. and in those days sentimental, 
found himeelf engaged to the maid of honor, 
the betrothal having taken place in the pres- 
ence of the queen, who gave the young couple 
her blessing. 


The king was apprised of the affair about 
the same time that the government and the 
public were informed thereof, and it is im- 
possible to describe the storm that ensued. 
Neither the aristocracy nor the.people would 
hear of such an alliance, and King Charies 


/was informed by the legislature that under 


no circumstances would it be tolerated, the 
whole matter being denounced as a shame- 
lessly bold intrigue on the part of the Vaca- 
rescu family, whose name in Roumania is 
not altogether enviable. 

As might have been expected, the senti- 
mental crown pringe expressed his deter- 
mination to abandon his rights to the throne 
rather than to abandon the girl, and matters 
ere long reached such a pass that. the king 
was warned not only by his ministers but 
also by the public press that unless the af- 
fair was speedily settled and the popular 
scandal which it caused terminated his 
throne was likely to be swept away by a 
popular revolution, in which the classes and 
masses would join against the crown. 

King Charles thereupon resolved to act 
with decision. He began by not only for- 
bidding the match but also by bringing 
the case before a family council of the house 
of Hohenzollern, to which both he and his 
rephew belonged, and which notified the 
prince that if he persisted in wedding the 
girl he would be deprived of his rank and 
title, even of his name, as well as of every 
share in the vast family property of the 
Hohenzgollerns, added to which his mar- 
riage would be invalid in the eyes of Ger- 
man and Austrian law and his children ille- 
gitimate. , 

As might have been expected, the prince 
weakened. This was more than he bargained 
for. At a distance—for he had been sent by 
the king ‘first to Sigmaringen and then.to 
Berlin—his Helene seemed less fascinating 
and hardly worthy of such great sacrifices. 
So he gave way. broke off his engagement, 
ard; before he returned to Roumania, be- 
came affianeed to the lovely and captivating 
daughter of Prince Alfred of England, duke 
of Edinburg and Saxe-Coburg, an alliance 
which pleased the courts of England, Prus- 
sia, and Coburg, as well as the Roumanian 
people and the Russian government, for the 
princess, through her Muscovite mother, is 
sn granddaughter of the murdered czar, Alex- 
ander II. 

Having disposed of his nephew, the crown 
prince, King Charles proceeded to banish 
Helene Vacarescu, the cause of all the mis- 
chief, from his dominions. But as soon as 
the queen heard this, she announced her in- 
tention of leaving the kingdom with -her 
maid of honor, from whom she refused to 
part, and accordingly quitted Roumania and 
established herself with Helene Vacarescu, 
her private secretary, who was a Parisian 
journalist and novelist; and several other 
attendants, at Venice. The sec etary set 
to work to flood the French and foreign 
press, hetding up the queen to the sym- 
pathy of the world, as forced to leave 
Roumania by the abominabie treatment of 
her husband, in factas a martyr, and Helene 
Vaecarescu and himself as the objects of 
cruel persecution on account of their loyalty 
and devotion to her majesty. 

It having become apparent to the Italian 
authorities, that the queen was wholly sub- 
ject to the ascendancy of Helene Vacarescu 
and of Robert Schaeffer, the late King Hum- 
bert deemed it to be his duty to warn King 
Charles. The latter shortly afterward ar- 
rived at Venice with a staff of phySicians, 
who, having pronounced the queen to be 
suffering from 3. “‘ nervous affection,” car- 
ried her off to Germany to her mother, the 
widowed princess of Weid, under whose 
care she remained a couple of years, virtual- 
ly under restraint, before being allowed to 
return to Roumania, to make the acquain- 
tance of the crown prince’s wife and of his 
little boy, to whom she has since become 
much attached. 

Before leaving Venice King Charles dis- 
missed both Helene Vacarescu and Robert 
Schaeffer from the qnheen’s service, the ex- 
secretary taking his revenge by writing 
‘“Misere Roya" and other French novels 
in which King Charles, under the most trans- 
parent pseudonym, is held up to universal 
execration,

That is practically what happened on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's special train last Tuesday. 
Before the train left Detroit at 2 o'clock 
Tuesday morning Dr. Lung had made an 
examination of the injury to the president's 
leg and had given his opinion that unless a 
decided improvement was shown by morning 
it would be foolhardy to continue the trip. 
He said that while there was nothing at all 
serious about the injury itself the fact that 
the swelling was located on the front of the 
shinbone made it possible, if not indeed prob- 
able, that if not immediately reduced the 
bone itself might become involved, in which 
case extremely serious complications were 
almost certain to follow. The abscess was 
so painful that the president had been able 
to sleep but little on either of the previous 
two nights, but the question of personal 
suffering was not allowed to cut any figure, 
for the president declared his determination 
to complete his trip at any cost of mere pain 
if it could be done safely. Dr. Lung, who is 
a handsome giant of 6 feet 3 inches, anda 
surgeon in the navy, is used to keeping pro- 
fessional secrets, so it is not surprising that 
he did not leak. But Secretary Cortelyou 
was also fully informed of the situation. And 
several of the assistant secretaries and ste- 
nographers also knew that the crisis of the’ 
trip would come in the morning, for before 
leaving Detroit a long telegram was written 
and translated into cipher, giving Mrs. 
Roosevelt‘at Oyster Bay warning that within 
a few hours her husband might be starting 
back to Washington. Dr. Richardson, the 
throat specialist, was also fully informed of 
the facts. Altogether six or eight men went 
to bed that night realizing that the next day 
would probably end the trip, though the rest 
of the party had no suspicion that anything 
unusual was in the air. 

Early in the morning Dr. Lung made an- 


-Other careful examination. The president 


had slept poorly, and a look at the injured 
leg made it certain to the physician's ex- 
perienced eye that an operation could not 
longer be safely postponed. The president 
was told that he must abandon the rest of 
his trip, temporarily at least. and he con- 
sented to obey only after he had exhausted 
all the arguments he could think of. Dr. 
Lung was firm in his position, and he was 
firmly backed by the opinion of Dr. Rich- 
ardson.

Why had the speech prepared for 
the great demonstration in Milwaukee been 
delivered here in a little Indiana town, be 
fore a drenched and dripping crowd which 
was chiefiy interested in keeping as much out 
of the wet as possible? Secretary Cortelyoy 
did not deny that it was the speech origina}- 
ly intended for Milwaukee. He was pressed 
with a hundred queries, but his only answer 
was that a statement explaining why the 
change had been made would be delivered tg 
the newspaper men later. 

Half a dozen equally plausible theories to 
account for the change in program were de.- 
veloped and sent out to newspapers all over 
the country. The Milwaukee speech had 
been delivered beforehand in order to head 
off and counteract the widely circulated ru- 
mors of its contents. It had been rushed 
through to correct the impression that the 
president held the position that no changes 
of any kind in the tariff should be made, kk 
had been delivered in Indiana in order t 
make ft clear the president was not 
to the grand stand by declaring for a wigs 
and conservative revision of certain tanff 
schedules in a state in which such opinions 
are widely held. Indiana republicang have 
not been prominent in demanding tariff re- 
vision, and a tariff revision speech delivered 
there might be heard with better effect. All 
these theories were sent out, but merely ag 
theories. 

Not a newspaper man on the train or any- 
where else had the slightest suspicion that 
the president’s physical condition was other 
than perfect. How could such a suspicion 
be entertained when he had just stood nearly 
an hour in a driving rain storm, and when 
he looked as much as ever the picture of 
robust and vigorous health? 

At Indfanapolis two men in silk hats and 
long coats climbed into the presidential car, 
but Senator Fairbanks and Gov. Durbin and 
twenty others were waiting just outside, and 
there was nothing to suggest that they were

After fifteen 
minutes of this delay a member of the local 
committee came into the room and anft- 
nounced that he wished it understood that 
the delay was in no sense the fault of thé 
committee which had the arrangements in 
chargé. 

“The president,” he said, “ has received 
an exceedingly large and important mail, 
and is now busy answering some of the let- 
ters which demand immediate attention.” 

As a matter of fact, the delay was caused 
by the more careful and minute examination 
cf the president's injury which was being 
made by Drs. Cook and Oliver. And still no 
one not in the secret had any suspicien that 
anything was the matter with the president. 

Earlier in the day an official! member of 
the party had warned an intimate friend 
among the newspaper men to “ look out for 
scmething to happen today.

The estimate here, 435 cars, 
nearly double yesterday’s inspection, caused 
‘some surprise, but ne weakness. The market 
had already had its reacti@n on heavy profit 
taking by some of the longs, and there was 
enough western buying ‘to help bring about 
a firmer close. The rainy weather is stilla 
bull factor, but there is some inclination to 
look for a clearing up gwen and anticipate 
some reaction when it comes. 

There will be increases in wheat stocks in 
the northwest this week, ene of 175,000 bu 
estimated for Minneapolis, while so far this 
week there has been a gain of 600,000 bu at 
Duluth. 

The Schwabacher estimate on provision 
stocks this week includes 37,500 bris of pork, 
34,000 tes of lard, and 10,000,000 lbs of short 
ribs. 

A crop report to’A. J. White from Emmets- 
burg, Ia., says: “‘ There will be in this sec- 
tion about 50 per cent good, sound corn. This 
will apply all through northwestern Iowa. 
Northeastern Nebraska will get at least 60 
per cent, and in many places it may run 75 
per cent. I have just returned froma trip of 
over 1,200 miles, and, from close observation,

No Injunction Contemplated. 


The highly erratic and frequently high 
price for the September wheat is creating 
more or less gossip of the possibility of 4 
resort to an injunction against the Armour 
people, but in the one case where rumor was 
specific it was early denied. In a quiet way 
the report went around yesterday that the 
stock exchange house of J. J. Townsend con- 
templated these proceedings as a relief from 
the position in which it has founditself. Mr. 
Towneend was indignant that rumors of ‘this 
character should be repeated, andsaid: “So 
far as I am concerned there is nothing what- 
ever in the story. I am a member of the 
| board of trade and have always lived up to 
its rules and regulations, and stood back of 
any contracts I have entered into, and will 
continue this course. In the commission 
business it is not always certain that a cus- 
tomer may not make trouble for his broker, 
but in my case, provided trouble is made, it 
will not in any way affect the people with 
whom I do business on the board. I do not 
deny I have a customer who is short Sep- 
tember wheat, but the quantity is not an 
extraordinarily large one, and up to the pres- 
ent time. everything is satisfactorily mar- 
gined. I have no sympathy with ‘ enjoin- 
ers,’ and under no circumstances would ap- 
ply to the courts as a means of relieving 
myself from the ill effects, financially, of any 
obligations entered into.”’ 

Greig & Wolff yesterday transferred their 
open provision trades to Armour & Co. Ex- 
plaining the action, Mr. Wolff said: “It 
does not mean a failure or anything of that 
kind. We were badly tangled up on a lot of 
straddles, and this was the simplest way out 
of the difficulty.’’ It is understood the Ar- 
mour company sold Greig &-Wolff the bulk 
of the provisidn list they were short. 

There were renewed reports yesterday that 
Manitoba wheat was underselling Duluth 
wheat at the seaboard. There were export 
sales of 40,000 bu at Duluth, however.

Germany—Day on Local Exchange. 


Prominent interests in the United Box- 
board company say they feel certain they 
have little to fear in the way of competition 
as a result of the organization of the Illinois 
Straw Products company. The latter con- 
cern was incorporated a short time ago under 
the laws of this state with a capital of $100,- 
000. It operates two milils—one at Rock 
Falls, Ill., and the other at Rockford, Il. 
These mills formerly were controlled by the 
Columbia Straw Paper company, which went 
into the hands of a receiver several months 
ago, and were taken over from the wreck 
of that concern by the new company. 

The principal output of the Illinois Straw 
Products company is straw wrapping paper, 
and so long as it confines itself largely to this 
class of manufacture its interests are not 
likely to clash seriously with those of the 
boxboard company, which, as its name im- 
plies, devotes itself mainly to the making of 
various kinds of strawboard. 

It is probably true that the mills of the 
Illinois Straw Products company could be 
equipped for the manufacture of straw- 
board, but as against this it is said that any 
aggressiveness on the part of the new com- 
pany in this dirtction could be met by the 
boxboard company in the way of increasing 
the capacity of its straw paper mills. The 
boxboard company has one or two big mills 
of this kind, but it depends for its profit 
chiefly an other lines of goods. 


Gossip of the Stock. 


Boxboard stock continues to be the subject 
of considerable gossip, and widely divergent 
opinions as to its merits are expressed by 
traders. Insiders continue to talk in a most 
hopeful way of the outlook for their com- 
pany, and say there seems now to be every 
reason to believe that dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock will start with the first quarter. 
They say that if the business of the other 
concerns included in the combination is any- 
where near as good as that of the American 
Strawboard company there is no doubt what- 
ever that the earnings will justify the dec- 
laration of a dividend next November, upon 
the completion of the first quarter. 

At the same time the American Strawboard 
company cannot be depended upon to furnish 
any part of the money for such dividends. 
That is to say, the latter company is not at 
all likely to declare a dividend to the box- 
board company, and until ie does so none of 
its earnings will become available for that 
purpose. 

It is a matter that does not seem to be 
generally understood that the United Box- 
board” company is ‘a security holding: con- 
cern only so far as the American Straw- 
board company is concerned. It controls 
that corporation by virtue of its ownership 
of a majority of the stock, but all the other 
concerns that went into the combination were 
purchased outright. It therefore may dis- 
. pose of the earnings of all those companies 
as it sees fit, and any dividends which may be 
declared this fall will have to come out of 
those earnings. 


Strawboard Shares Coming In. 

In connection with the boxboard situation 
it is said that the amount of nonassenting 
American Strawboard stock has-been ma- 
terially reduced in the last few weeks, and 
that the majority of the shares that have 
been turned in for exchange have been 
deposited in the boxboard pool. 
board offices in this city were in receipt yes- 
terday of a communication from the holder 
of 900 shares of that stock to the effect that 
he had sent his shares on for exchange. It 
is said that the indications now are that on 
the windup there will not be more than 
about 2,500 American Strawboard stock held 
out. 

No information is obtainable as to the 
amount of stock that has been depogited in 
the boxboard pool further than that those 
having that matter in hand are satisfied with 
the progress so far made. There are in- 
timationss, however, that the recent decline 
in boxboard stock has not been altogether 
displeasing to the insiders, in that it has 
furnished them with an opportunity for pick- 
ing up a considerable amount of cheap stock 
tor deposit in the pool.

These plants operate about sixty paper- 
making machines, and have a capacity of 
nearly 300,000 tons of finished paper annual- 
ly, besides a daily capacity for wood pulp of 
about 600 tons. 


German Match Makers Alarmed. 


According to cable advices from Berlin the 
Diamond Match company is making serious 
inroads on the business of the German match- 
making concerns. About $89,000,000 of capital 
is invested in this business in Germany, and 
it is said that the owners of many of the 
plants have been brought within measurable 
distance of ruin by the output of the Ameri- 
can Diamond Match company’s new factory 
at Mannheim. 

Matches that six months ago were sold 
from the German works at $20.00 a case are 
now selling at $16.00 a cage, or $1.00 below 
the cost of production by the old fashioned 
process. The Diamond company’s Mannheim 
branch has been in operation only about five 
months, but it already seems to have brought 
about a revolution in the business in that 
country. 

At a recent meeting of forty match manu- 
facturers held in Berlin speaker after speaker 
is said to have asserted that he was disposing 
of his goods below cost, and attributed the 
necessity of so doing to overproduction and 
the competition of the Diamond company. 
The possibility of limiting the production was 
discussed, but no feasible plan presented 
itself, and the meeting was compelled to dis- 
solve without accomplishing anything. 


General Financial News. 


Among the memberships on the New York 
stock exchange which have been posted for 
transfer is that of A. M. Day of this city to 
his partner, Charles Counselman. Mr. Day’s 
membership was issued on May 29, 1880. 

Officia]js of the United States Gypsum 
company are preparing a financial statement 
of that corporation for submission to the 
Chicago stock exchange, and accompanying 
it will be an application for the placing of the 
stock on the regular list. 

It is said that the output of plug tobacco 
by the Continental Tobacco company is far 
in excess of that for the corresponding period 
last year. The cigar business also is growing 
at a rapid rate. It is said that the greatest 
difficulty encountered in ‘this line is the 
searcity of labor. The American Cigar cam- 
pany has found it necessary to train em- 
ployés, as it has been unable to secure a 
sufficient amount of skilled labor. Astriking 
example of the growth of the cigar business 
under the direction of the American Cigar 
company is the fact that a plant recently 
taken over with an ouput of 250,000 cigars, is 
now producing at the rate of from 5,000,000 to 
6,000,000 cigars. 

Treasurer Roberts has authorized a New 
York banking firm to receive credit in New 
' York for $1,000,000 of Australian gold which 
was yesterday received by that firm at San 
Francisco. This action will save a week’s 
time in making the money available. 

The New York subtreasury statement 
shows that in its operations with the banks 
‘yesterday it gained $1,541,000. Since last 
Friday the subtreasury has gained $2,029,000 
from this source. 

The Piel Starch company, an independent 
concern, has begun the erection of a $300,000 
plant in Indtanapolis. The capitalists inter- 
ested are said to include some persons who 
were formerly identified with the National 
Starch company. 

Directors of Street's Stable Car company 
yesterday declared a quarterly dividend of 
50c a share on the common stock, pay- 
able on Oct. 25. Books close on Oct. 15 and 
reopen on Oct. 27. 


Chicago Stocks. 


Swift & Co. stock was again under a good 
deal of pressure in the local market yester- 
day. More than 1,500 shares were traded 

-in, and the price was sent down to 147. Late 
in the session there was a little better tone 
to the market, but the rally wasa feebleone, 
the closing price being 150, which was only 3 
points above the low mark of the day, and 5 
points below the highest. The bulls on the 
stock are still hopeful of another sharp up- 
turn, and insist that the insiders are taking 
advantage of the present depressed condition 
of the market to accumulate the shares.

About 225,000 cattle have been received at 
this and Missouri river markets so far this 
week, and under this almost unprecedented 
run it is gratifying to the selling interests 
that the market has held up so well as it has.
